Sir: I have the honor to submit the annual report for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1897, 

From tables appended it appears that during the past fiscal year the 
total arrivals in this country aggregated 230,832 immigrants, of whom 
228,952 were landed and 1,880 were debarred and deported at the 
expense of the various steamship lines by which they came. Of those 
deported 328 were under contract to perform labor in the United States, 
made prior to their arrival, and 1,289 were returned as belonging to the 
classes of aliens prohibited from admission under the act approved 
March 3, 1891. 

In addition to the above debarred immigrants, there were returned 
during the same period to the countries whence they came 263 who had 
become public charges within one year after their arrival in the United 
States. Of this number such as had become paupers from causes exist- 
ing prior to their arrival were returned at the expense of the steamship 
lines which had brought them; the others at the expense of the immi- 
grant fund. 

Immigrants numbering 1,424, who fell into temporary distress from 
causes arising within one year after landing, by reason of sickness, 
accident, or misfortune, and became public charges, were relieved and‘ 
their maintenance and hospital expenses paid out of the immigration 
fund after their cases were reported to the Bureau, accompanied in 
each case by a certificate trom a United States Marine-Hospital sar- 
geon or a reputable practicing physician showing the genuineness of 
the cause of distress, and by an identification of the alien, giving the 
date of his arrival, etc., verified by the records kept at the port at 
which he arrived in the country, as provided by rules 7 and 8 of Treas- 
ury Circular No. 177, dated November, 1895, relating to the maintenance 
and deportation of immigrants. 

This relief is made possible by reason of the humane provision of 
section 1 of the act of Congress approved August 3, 1882, which appro- 
priates the proceeds of the head tax, among other purposes, to the relief 
of such immigrants as are in distress. 

Complaints have found their way into the reports of public and _ pri- 
vate charitable institutions and thence into the public press as to the 
number of foreign-born inmates in these hospitals. In every commu- 
nity the residents are supposed to have a home to shelter them and 
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fritnds and relations so nurse them when in distress from disease, acci- 
dent, or misfortune. In exceptional cases only do they become inmates 
of almshouses or charitable hospitals. The foreigner, on the other 
hand, has no other resort in such an emergency; yet very few immi- 
grants who have landed within one year will be found in any of these 
institutions in comparison with the number of resident patients, and 
none, indeed, whose expenses for lodgment, food, nursing, and medi- 
cine would not be promptly paid from the “immigrant fund” if reported 
to the Bureau. 

The immigrants landed appeared, as a rule, to be well developed, 
hardy, and industrious, They belonged principally to the class of 
unskilled workingmen. Many, however, were skilled laborers in par- 
ticular trades, and some were professional men. 


MONEY BROUGHT BY IMMIGRANTS. 


The amount of money brought into the country can not be accurately - 
given; in fact, our statistics in this regard do not pretend to ascertain 
it. By the act of March 3, 1893, it was determined that if an immi- 
grant could exhibit $30 in money it would be sufficient for practical 
purposes, and if he possessed more he should not be required to disclose 
_ it. An immigrant is, therefore, only asked to exhibit 330 or less. The 
fact disclosed by the table on this subject is that the immigrants during 
this fiscal year brought with them and exhibited $3,541,241. How much 
more these immigrants brought can not be stated. 

From experience it can be safely estimated that the money brought 
into this country by these immigrants is very much greater than the 
figures herein given. 


DECREASE IN IMMIGRATION. 


The total immigration of the last fiscal year is the smallest in any 
fiscal year since 1879, during which year 177,826 landed on our shores. 
The number arrived for the last fiscal year is 112,435 less than the 
arrivals for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1896. 

I give herewith a table showing the volume of immigration for each 
year of the decade 1884-1893, as follows:

Laws restricting immigration are of comparatively recent dates. 

In July, 1864, Congress passed ‘“‘An act to encourage immigration,” 
and one of its provisions permitted the immigrant to make contracts for 
labor to be performed here to defray the expenses of his transportation. 
In 1868, this law was repealed, but no restrictive law was enacted to 
take its place. Immigrants then began to come in such vast numbers 
that Congress intervened in 1882 and passed a mildly restrictive meas- 
ure. In 18385, 1887, and 1888 Congress passed the acts known as the 
‘alien contract labor laws,” but no serious obstacle was presented to 
the indiscriminate influx of immigrants until the passage of the acts of 
1891 and 1893 and the establishment of immigrant stations under Fed- 
eral supervision at. the several principal ports, each with a corps of men 
charged solely with the execution of these laws. 

We have seen that the average annual immigration for the decade 
preceding 1894 was 472,063. 
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Let us take the immigration for the last four yonrs?

This shows a decrease in the annual average of nearly 200,000, for 
which credit, in large part, must be given to restrictive legislation and 
to the efficiency of the immigration service in its execution. 

The migratory disposition of European peasantry toward this coun- 
try is restrained by the unsuccessful attempt of so many of the pro- 
hibited classes to gain admission. This is especially noticeable in the 
marked decrease of immigrants from Russia and Austria. This 
decrease in immigration has been attributed to the unpropitious condi- 
tions of trade and business during the last few years. No doubt this 
has had its influence. With the present laws energetically enforced, 
however, I do not apprehend that immigration will ever reach the vol- 
ume of past years, notwithstanding the most prosperous conditions i in 
our country. 

There are other causes which have contributed to the decreased 
immigration to the United States. Canada and the South American 
Republics are offering substantial inducements to immigrants, such as 
bounties and land grants. Large numbers of immigrants are leaving 
the ports of Genoa and Marseilles for Brazil and the Argentine Repub- 
lic, where they immediately become producers of the staples which 
comne in direct competition with ours. 

’ It is not to be assumed that all of the 228,952 immigrants who arrived 
and were admitted became residents of the United States. From this 
number are to be deducted those who came and returned. Congress has 
been requested to pass a law requiring that the number of returning 
alien steerage passengers shall be furnished by the transportation com- 
panies. In the meantime the transatlantic companies sailing from the 
port of New York have kindly supplied to the Bureau, from their private 
files, the number of steerage passengers that have sailed from that port, 
amounting to 129,872 for this fiscal year. Comparing this with the 
report for last year, it would appear that a larger proportion of those 
coming this year became settlers. About one-half only of those who 
come remain in the country and become permanent residents. Some 
aliens come and go so often that old officials at the immigrant stations 
recognize them. They are each year listed as new arrivals. These 
immigrants are not considered desirable. They do not assimilate with 
our people, pay no taxes or assessments, and contribute nothing to the 
common weal; but after taking advantage of the high wages paid here 
for labor, carry their earnings with them to spend in a foreign country. 


IMMIGRANTS COMING TO RELATIONS. 


Deducting from the total number of arrivals those who came to join 
families and those who had been here before, there remain 88,666. 
This figure actually represents those who came, preferring, apparently, 
to seek their fortunes in the United States instead of going elsewhere. 
But even many of these came to join friends and distant relatives. 
Thus it appears that the causes which formerly led to greater immi- 
gration from Europe to the United States are disappearing. The 
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preference of immigrants is now for other less-improved countries, which 
offer substantial inducements and unrestricted welcome to all comers. 

Much information on the subject of Italian immigration is contained 
in the report of the Commissioner-General’s mission to the Italian Gov- 
ernment, as transinitted to Congress by the Secretary of the Treasury 
on the 3d day ot December, 1896 (Senate Ex. Doe. No. 9), by which it 
will appear that an understanding was arrived at mutually satisfactory. 
The Italian Government undertook, as far as possible, to restrain its 
subjects who came within the prohibited classes trom migrating to this 
country. ‘The Marquis di Rudini, premier, issued a proclamation 
informing Italians of our immigration laws and warning those who were 
not qualified to enter not to embark. This action was too late to 
become felt in this year’s arrivals, but it is confidently expected that 
the effect of this proclamation will greatly decrease Italian immigration 
during the next fiscal year. 


ILLITERACY. 


Under the present laws ability to read and write is not essential to 
the admission of the immigrant, and the question of illiteracy bas only 
been taken up for statistical purposes. 

The educational attainments of the immigrants who came during 
this fiscal year show a marked improvement over those who came in 
1895-96; for instance, the percentage of illiteracy was in those who 
came from—

The ability of the peasants of most of the nationalities of Europe to 
read and write is far in excess of the educational qualifications of the 
inhabitants of our own country as reported by the last census, and, 
considering that this enumeration is confined to the poorer classes who 
come in the steerage, while the census reports include all classes of our 
people, it is very much to our disparagement. 


JAPANESE IMMIGRATION. 


One thousand five hundred and twenty-six Japanese reached our 
shores during the fiscal year, as compared with 1,110 arrivals for the 
previous year, an increase of 416. These immigrants were intelligent, 
thrifty, possessed of small sums of money, and most of them desired to 
engage in agricultural pursuits. 


IMMIGRATION THROUGH CANADA. 


The number of European and Asiatic immigrants destined for the 
United States entering the ports of Canada and British Columbia was 
as follows:

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This shows an increase of 1,725 over the arrivals by the same routes 
during the preceding year.

The agreement and supplemental agreement with certain steamship 
and railway transportation companies in the Dominion of Canada have 
been observed, and our officials stationed at the above-named ports 
have inspected all immigrants landing destined for the United States. 
Such inspection upon the arrival at the docks, with the aid of the ship’s 
manifest of passengers, is more effective and less expensive than an 
attempt to guard against immigrants subsequently entering points on 
our frontier. The officers composing this corps are efticient and atten- 
tive to their duties, and it is reasonably certain that but for their 
presence and careful inspection immigrants would seek this mode of 
entering the United States in greater numbers to evade inspection at 
our own ports. 


IMMIGRATION FROM CANADA AND MEXICO. 


Immigrants being citizens of and coming from foreign contiguous 
territory are inspected as are other aliens. They are expressly exempted 
from payment of the head tax, however, and therefore derive no benefits 
from the immigrant fund. No statistics have been prepared showing 
the number of these who come and go, but from observation it is known 
that along our northern frontier and the eastern or maritime provinces 
of the Dominion of Canada large numbers arrive and depart. These 
people are thrifty, industrious, and belong to all trades and occupa- 
tions, and are both skilled and unskilled laborers. They find temporary 
employment, ranging from six months to a few days, and even make 
daily trips to and fro. 

Urgent protests from our trades-unions, labor societies, and individual 
workingmen against the employment of these transitory aliens have 
been sent to the Bureau and to Congress, and much irritation has been 
engendered between the citizens of Canada and the United States. 
Canadians threaten to enact Jaws preventing residents of the United 
States from engaging in business or finding employment there should 
laws excluding Canadians from seeking employment here be enacted. 
The legislative bodies of both countries have had the subject under con- 
sideration, but no final action has been taken by either. The same 
condition exists in a much less degree along the Mexican border. 


IMPORTATION AND DEPORTATION OF PROSTITUTES. 


Section 3 of the act approved March 3, 1875, relating to immigration, 
makes it a felony punishable with both fine and imprisonment to import 
any woman into the United States for the purposes of prostitution. 

The Bureau has caused the prosecution of every case of this character 
presented for its consideration, and all those tried have resulted in con- 
victions. Most of these cases have been reported from the States bor- 
dering on the Pacific, in which Chinese or Japanese were prosecuted, 
and some cases in Chicago and New York. 

Section 5 of this act provides for the deportation of alien prostitutes 
who come into the United States. - Several cases of this kind were 
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reported and warrants for deportation were immediately issued. 
Recently a circular was promulgated calling attention to this law and 
directing that it be executed by refusing admission to persons coming 
within its terms and by promptly deporting those who had been 
admitted in violation of law. 


ENFORCEMENT OF ALIEN CONTRACT LABOR LAWS. 


The duties of immigrant inspectors specially assigned to the execu- 
tion of the alien contract labor laws are to investigate all complaints of 
alleged violations, and, in cases in which the evidence appears to war- 
rant prosecution of the alleged importers of alien labor under contract, 
or deportation of the alleged contract laborers, they are directed to 
make special reports to this Bureau for its consideration and action. 
When occasion requires they are ordered to places where labor strikes, 
growing out of the employment of foreign workmen, are pending, for 
the purpose of investigation and report, and are instructed to place 
themselves in touch with the organizations of labor throughout the 
United States as a means of securing information of infractions of 
the law. :

The importation of contract laborers having decreased, complaints by 
labor organizations of infractions of the laws having become less fre- 
quent, and immigration being much reduced, the services of inspectors 
at the following stations were discontinued: Erie, Pa.; Olympia, Wash. ; 
Frankfort, Ky.; Kansas City, Mo. 

The padrone system has received a serious check. This system was 
so closely allied to the importation of immigrants under contract that 
the decrease in the one was followed by a decline in the other. How- 
ever, it is feared that a relaxation in inspection would be attended with 
an increase in both conditions, and special pains should be taken to free 
the Armenians and Syrians and lower classes of Italians from the bale- 
ful influences of padrones, who exact the most servile obedience from 
those whom they succeed in clandestinely landing within our country 
to serve them as peddlers, mendicants, fruit sellers, street musicians, 
and in other occupations. 


ELLIS ISLAND. 


Not until the 13th of June, 1897, it may be said, was the immigrant 
station on Ellis Island completed. It was first occupied in January, 
1891, and by constant additions and improvements became the largest 
and best equipped immigrant station in the world. Its total cost 
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approximated $750,000. All outstanding contracts for improvement 
were finished. The last work completed was that of laying the cables 
to New York for telegraph and telephone communication by way of 
Governor’s Island, and the disinfection plant for the washing of immi- 
grants and fumigation of their clothing. The buildings were all con- 
structed of inflammable material. 

On the 14th day of June, shortly after midnight, the station was dis- 
covered to be on fire, and in one hour’s time scarcely a vestige was left 
of these pine buildings. The breaking out of the fire was promptly dis- 
covered, but all efforts to extinguish it were unavailing. The cause 
of the fire is involved in mystery which a careful investigation has 
failed to solve. Quite a number of immigrants were on the island at 
the time, many of them in the hospital, others in the dormitory. Owing 
to the efficiency of the medical staff under Dr. White, United States 
Marine- Hospital surgeon, and the excellent discipline of the night force, 
not a life was lost; all were conveyed safely to New York City by 
the ferryboat. The sick were at once sent for by the superintendent 
of Bellevue Hospital, and received proper care before sunrise that 
morning. 

The barge office was immediately utilized for the reception of immi- 
grants. The agents of the various steamship lines tendered the use of 
their piers for the inspection of immigrants and rendered all the assist- 
ance in their power. Several steamers with large numbers of steerage 
passengers arrived on that day, but on that and succeeding days all 
were handled with the same scrutinizing care employed on the island. 
The customs officials at the barge office having vacated the annex, it 
was immediately set apart for the use of the steerage passengers. This 
was not deemed sufficient, and two large houses on State street, fronting 
the Battery, were leased at a rental of $12,000 per annum, to be fitted 
up for detention apartments, hospital, and other purposes. At the 
close of the fiscal year everything possible had been done to make the 
temporary quarters at the barge office and the rented buildings suitable 
for the conduct of business and comfortable for those obliged to use 
them until the restoration of the new station on the island. During 
this emergency the entire force worked with zeal and a desire to excel 
in promoting the public service. Especial praise is due to Commis- 
sioner J. H.Senner for speedily systematizing the new work and restor- 
ing order in the midst of confusion, and to Assistant Commissioner 
McSweeney for his untiring energy and success in inaugurating inspec- 
tion on the piers. 

REDUCTION OF EMPLOYEES. 


The inspection of immigrants at the Barge Office in 1891 was more 
economical than the previous administration at Castle Garden. When, 
in 1892, the station was removed to Ellis Island the number of officials 
was necessarily considerably increased, and a steam-ferry service was 
established at a cost of $28,473 per annum. Upon the passage of the 
act of 1893 the labor attending the inspection of immigrants was very 
much greater, and some additions were made to the force. A statistical 
division was also established which required additional clerks. Upon 
the destruction of this station and the return to the Barge Office on the 
14th day of June the services of a number of employees were no longer 
required, and a reduction took place in the number of engineers, fire- 
men, gatemen, watchmen, laborers, charwomen, etc. The contract for 
the steam-ferry service was rescinded, and a great saving was made in 
the consumption of coal for the electric-light and heating plant.

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The preceding table of the receipts and expenditures on account of 
the immigrant fund at the close of the fiscal year shows the receipts 
for the year to have been $317,170.31, and the expenditures $359,327.83, 
leaving a deficit of $42,157.52. The general balance on hand at the close 
of the fiscal year 1896 was $276,193.42; deticit for 1897, $42,157.52; 
balance on hand to credit of fund, $234,035.90. 

It will be observed that, notwithstanding the fact that immigration 
was the smallest since 1879, the moneys received from the head tax, 
which is paid directly by the various transportation lines bringing immi- 
grants to this country, have been more than sufficient to pay the cost 
of administering the laws regulating immigration, including salaries of 
employees, relief to distressed immigrants, and maintenance of build- 
ings. The cost of erecting new buildings and improvements on Ellis 
Island, including the enlargement thereof, was $56,442.12, while the 
deficit is $42,157.52. 

Considering the decrease in immigration of 112,435, representing a 
decrease in receipts of as many dollars, and the expenditures in enlarg- 
ing Ellis Island and erecting extensive new buildings and improve- 
ments thereon, the showing is a favorable one.

Thé addition of 2.79 acres to the area of Ellis Island was the most 
valuable improvement made, and cost only $19,882. It will afford 
enlarged space on which to construct the new buildings. I recommend 
a further enlargement of this valuable island, which can be done at 
reasonable cost, for the better accommodation of the volume of busi- 
ness transacted there and the comfort and convenience of the immi- 
grants and officials. 

A careful management of the appropriation of $100,000 “for the 
enforcement of the alien contract labor laws and to prevent the immi- 
gration of convicts, lunatics, idiots, and persons liable to become a pub- 
lic charge, from foreign contiguous territory,” has enabled the Bureau 
to keep within the same, notwithstanding the vast territory to be cov- 
ered by inspectors. The expenditures on this account amounted to 
$95,166.17, made up of salaries and traveling expenses of inspectors 
and the expense of deportation of those who were found to be in this 
country in violation of law. There is an unexpended balance of 
$4,833.83. 
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The commissioners at the various ports have performed their duties 
with an ability and faithfulness which merit approval, and this can be 
said of all the inspectors, interpreters, clerks, and other immigration 
ofticials, with few exceptions. 


TRANSPORTATION LINES. 


The various transportation lines have continued to aid our officers in 
the execution of the law, and nothing worthy of mention has occurred 
recently to interrupt the pleasant relations which should exist between 
the Government officials and those engaged in transporting immigrants, 
thereby insuring a prompt dispatch of public business and promotion 
of the private interests involved. A cheerful compliance with the law 
on the one hand, and a faithful administration thereof with a desire to 
facilitate the commercial welfare of our country on the other, tend to 
relieve many annoying features, and many unnecessary conflicts are 
happily avoided. 

HOSPITAL. 


By the report in detail, hereto appended, of Surgeon White, of the 
United States Marine-Hospital Service, in charge of the hospital at 
' Ellis Island, it will be seen with what care our country 1s protected 
against the importation of the insane, those suffering from loathsome 
or contagious diseases, and all those who, from injuries received, physical 
defects, or other causes, are likely to become public charges. Those 
suffering from venereal diseases and, as far as possible, all immoral or 
pregnant women are also refused a landing in the United States. 

The hospital was in a very satisfactory condition before its destruc- 
tion, and Surgeon White and his efficient corps of assistants are entitled 
to much credit for the humane manner in which the wants of the sick 
and helpless have been attended to. 


SEPARATION OF IMMIGRATION FROM CUSTOMS SERVICE. 


It, seems proper, in concluding my report, to suggest the importance 
of maintaining the immigration service separate and distinct from the 
customs administration. Experience shows that officials charged with 
the simultaneous execution of widely different duties neglect some of 
them, either from necessity or the lack of interest arising from divided 
responsibility. The fund used in defraying the expenses of regulating 
immigration is made up of the head tax collected from the immigrants 
and constitutes no burden upon the citizens of this country. It would 
seem, therefore, a matter of justice tothe immigrant, not less than of 
sound public expediency, that the officers who are thus paid should 
devote their best energies and their undivided time and attention to the 
administration of our immigration laws.

shall be in every way adequate to the work, and contain more ward space ani better 
adjuncts in every way than the old ones. 

n this connection I wish to express my very high appreciation of the thorough 
performance of duty by all of the staff of this department, and most particularly of 
duty gallantly performed on the night of the fire, in utter abandonment of self- 
interest to the purpose of saving the patients from death.

SIR: I Gave the honor to submit herewith for your consideration a 
report of the operations of this bureau for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1901, 

General information as to the characteristics of alien immigration 
for the period named has been compiled, for convenience of reference, 
as well as to economize space, in tabulated form, and appropriate 
titles prefixed to cach table to show the specifie nature of the infor- 
mation contained therein. Where such an arrangement seemed desir- 
able for the purpose of making comparison, there are given, in parallel 
columns, the corresponding fizures for the year preceding the one how 
under consideration, as in the followi ing table:

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The total steerage arrivals appear from the foregoing table to have 
been 487,918, an increase over the next preceding year of 39,346, or, 
approximately, 9 percent. Of this increase 2,020 came through Cana- 
dian ports and 37,326 were landed at ports of this country. At the 
ports of Baltimore, Galveston, Key West, Philadelphia, Portland, 
Me., Portland, Oreg., Port Townsend, and San Francisco there were 
decreases of arrivals of, respectively, 10,348, 592, 1,456, 2,598, 464, 
705, 5,782, and 1,510. Boston, New Bedford, New Orleans, and New 
Y ae on the other hand, report increases, respectively, of 9,862, 342, 
i. 901, and 47,219. 

No aliens arrived during the year at Gloucester, Mass., Miami and 
Tampa, Fla., and Newport. News, Va.; 52 landed at Providence, Rel, 
and 1,774 were reported for the new Territory of Hawaii. The larger 
number reported from Canadian ports is made up of increases, of com- 
paratively unimportant dimensions, at each of them, but for the rea- 
sons stated in former reports, the figures given probably fall far short 
of giving even approximately the inmigration of aliens through the 
Dominion. No statisties of arrivals from foreign contiguous territory 
are compiled except of such aliens from transoceanic countries as are 
manifested on the ships’ lists as destined to this country,'and of those 
from the same sources who enter the United States within thirty days 
after arrival at the ports of such foreign contiguous country. 

AS will appear from Table VI, hereinafter, the column ‘‘total immi- 
grants,” which gives the number of alien steeraie passengers, should 
be amended by ‘the addition of 74,950 ‘‘ other alien passengers,” thus 
ceiving, as the total ascertained alien immigration for the fiscal year 
1901, 562,868. 

The relative proportion between the sexes, of about two to one in 
favor of the males, reported last year, seems to have been maintained 
during the year under consideration.

Table II shows that of the total steerage immigration, aggregating 
457,918, 469,237 came from Kuropean countries, 13,593 from Asiatic, 
173 from African, and 4,915 from all other sources. ‘The net increase 
of 44,537 from Europe is made up of larger immigration from all the 
countries of that continent, except Austria-Hungary, which shows a 
decrease as compared with last year of 1,457; Portugal, with the Azores 
and Cape Verde Islands, showing 69 less immigrants; the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, which sent 2,961 less, and the 


Russian Empire and Finland, whence the arrivals were fewer by 5,530. 


Of those European countries sending a greater number than was 
reported last year the most noteworthy for the ratio of increase were, 
in the order named, Switzerland, France including Corsica, Greece, 
Norway, the German Empire, Sweden, and Italy including Sicily and 
Sardinia. In tabulated form these countries show as follows:

Although Switzerland, France, and Greece show much larger relative 
increases, by far the most significant figures in the foregoing table are 
those representing the growth of Italian immigration for the year. 
The ratio of increase of such arrivals, as compared with those from 
the same country last year, is approximately 36 per cent or more than 
threefold the ratio of increase from all Europe, and the increases 
numerically from all other countries of Europe aggregate scarcely 
one-fourth of that from Italy. 

Referring again to Table II, it appears that there has been a dimi- 
nution in immigration from Asiatic countries of 4,373, or nearly 25 
per cent. ‘This decrease is represented almost entirely by the reduced 
number of 5,269 from Japan, which last year sent 12,635 immigrants 
to this country. It is worthy of note that immigration from China 
for the year was almost double that for last year. 
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The total steerage immigration of 487,918 was distributed, as shown 
by Table ITI, as to sex between 331,055 males and 156,863 females, as 
to age between 62,562 under 14 years, 396,516 from 14 to 45, and 28,840 
of 45 and over. It is also shown that 117,587 were unable to read or 
write, 3,058 could read but not write; that 294,860 brought each less 
than $30; that 56,312 had more than $30 apiece, and that there was 
exhibited to the inspection officers at the ports by the immigrants an 
aggregate of $7,383,822. 

During the year 2,826 received hospital treatment and 363 were 
returned to their respective countries, having become public charges 
within one year after landing. 

The subjoined statement gives for comparison the number refused 
a landing and the causes of such refusal for the fiscal years 1900 and 
1901.

From the foregoing it seems that the character of immigration was 
decidedly superior to that of last year, the rejections having been 
730 less, although the arrivals were more numerous by 39,346. With 
respect to diseased aliens and those who were paupers or likely to . 
become public charges, there can be no reasonable doubt as to the 
improvenent indicated by the above figures. The Bureau believes, 
however, that the phenomenal diminution shown in the number of 
aliens rejected under the provisions of the alien contract labor law 
is to be accounted for rather by the radical change inaugurated at 
the port of New York in the mode of inspecting aliens suspected of 
seeking admission in violation of the said law. This subject, how- 
ever, will be considered further on under its appropriate heading. 

There were also rejected, in addition to those shown in the foregoing 
table, 1,696 aliens attempting to enter the United States from foreign 
contiguous territory. The points at which such rejections were made, 
as well as the reasons therefor, are shown in Table III A, and their 
large number lends emphasis to the belief heretofore expressed in 
reports of the Bureau that the proscribed classes seek and find an 
easier means of access to this country across its land boundaries than 
at its seaports.

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Table VI is submitted below with the Same comments as were made 
last year as to the impropriety of making any distinction between 
cabin and steerage passengers. They are all aliens, and as such, in 
the opinion of the Bureau, equally subject to the operation of our 
alien contract labor and immigration laws. They all pay head tax, 
and the same uncertainty prevails as to those traveling in either way, 
whether they will become permanent settlers. It is, moreover, to be 
borne in mind that some of the most objectionable aliens—contract 
laborers, convicts, anarchists, and other disorderly and lawless per- 
sons—would naturally seek the comparative immunity from inspec- 
tion enjoyed by eabin passengers. It is therefore recommended that 
suitable regulations be adopted to insure the examination, classifica- 
tion, etc., of alien cabin passengers, with the same degree of care now 
used in inspecting and reporting those aliens who reach our ports as 
steerage passengers. The failure to promulgate and enforce such 
regulations has, it is believed, operated to induce travel in the cabins 
of many persons who would have proved, on careful examination, to 
be inadmissible.

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The foregoing tables are introduced for the purpose of showing the 
destination and occupation, by races, of the steerage aliens who 
arrived during the fiscal year. While it is not believed that the oecu- 
pation stated is necessarily the one that will be followed after land- 
ing, nevertheless, as it shows in each case the pursuit of the alien in 
his own country, it furnishes a basis for an estimate of his industrial 
capacity at the time of arrival. 

The alleged destination, too, is subject to some allowanee for alter- 
ation of the alleged purpose in this respect of aliens. It will be 
observed, however, that the larger numbers are destined to those 
States in which are located the great cities; thus, to Illinois, Massa- 
chusetts, New York, Pennsylvania, and Maryland. Attention will 
again be called to this fact further on.in the report.

ALIEN CONTRACT-LABOR LAWS. 


The Bureau reiterates the views expressed in its last annual report 
regarding the necessity of amending the laws in relation to the 
punishment of persons who induce aliens to come to the United 
States to engage in labor or service of any kind. Under the rulings 
of the courts it is necessary in order to complete the offense to which 
the penalty is attached that the pre-engaged alien be landed. The 
acts, however, forbid the landing of such. persons, and the adminis- 
trative officers therefore exclude them, thus destroying, in case the 
forbidden alien is detected, the principal, if not sole, evidence against 
the offender. Thecourts have, furthermore, narrowed the expression 
in the statute, ‘‘labor or service of any kind,” to ‘‘ manual” labor or 
service. It will be seen, therefore, that so far as its penal features 
are concerned, the decisions have virtually repealed the act, the 
inducements to import unskilled manual labor being insignificant in 
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a country which not only has a large proportion of such native work- 
ingmen, but admits annually over its boundaries probably not less 
than a quarter of a million more alien laborers. 

To state the situation exactly, it is now indispensable to the Gov- 
ernment’s successful maintenance of a penal action under the provi- 
sions of these laws, first, that the alien contracted for shall escape the 

vigilance of the inspection officers and effect a landing, and, second, 
that the work for which he was engaged shall be unskilled manual 
labor. It appears superfluous to say, in view of the foregoing, that 
the Bureau has no report to make of successful prosecutions for vio- 
lation of the alien contract-labor laws, nor can it reasonably expect to 
have such report to make in the future unless the law is appropriately 
amended. 

A broader legislative definition of the words ‘contract, ef agree- 
ment, parol or special, express or implied,” is also required to render 
the act effective against the judicial ruling requiring proof of an 
‘enforceable contract” containing all the elements of a contract in law. 

From the statement of receipts and disbursements appearing further 
on in this report it will be seen that there was expended, of the appro- 
priation of $150,000 made by Congress for the enforcement of the alien 
contract-labor laws during the fiscal year, the sum of $132,965.39, 
leaving an unexpended balance of $17,034.61. 


DISEASED IMMIGRANTS. 


The efforts made to restrict the immigration of aliens afflicted with 
dangerous contagious diseases have apparently been very effective 
during the year, for, although steerage immigration has increased by 
approximately 40,000, those rejected on account of disease have 
decreased from 393 for the year 1900 to 309. This is not due to any 
relaxation in the physical examination of immigrants made by sur- 
geons of the United States Marine-Hospital Service, but actually 
shows, the Bureau believes, a large diminution in the number of such 
persons who embark at foreign ports for this country, experience con- 
vineing both them and the transportation lines of the futility of such 
attempts. Such a result furnishes oceasion for special felicitation, 
sinee to the extent that diseased aliens are deterred from embarking, not 
only are they kept out of the country, but, what is far more important, 
the diseases with which they suffer can not be transmitted to others 
under the favorable conditions supplied in the steerage of steamships, 
to be developed in the latter after landing here, and disseminated by 
them among the poor people of our own country. The 309 aliens 
rejected on account of disease were distributed as to race as follows:

These represent, however, only such as applied for admission to the 
United States, and the Bureau reiterates the opinion heretofore 
expressed that the vigilant inspection at our ports has resulted, to 
some extent, in diverting diseased aliens to Canada, whence they sur- 
reptitiously effeet an entrance across our northern boundary line. An 
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attempt was made to check this evil by locating, a surgeon of the 
United States Marine-Hospital Service at Liverpool, Epgland, who, 
by the consent of the various steamship lines plying to Canadian 
ports, was permitted to make a physical examination of the passen- 
gers. The experiment, however, proved unsuccessful, as some of the 
vessels brought diseased aliens who had been rejected by the said 
Officer, and there were no means of deterring any of the said lines 
from bringing diseased persons to Canada, whose declared purpose 
to remain there would be no bar to their subsequently crossing the 
boundary line and coming into this eountry. That diseased persons 
who-have been rejected at ports of this country do actually effect 
entrance later, probably through Canada, the Bureau has heretofore 
reported that it had satisfactory evidence. 

AS @ partial check on this practice Dr. Victor G. Heiser, of the 
Marine-Hospital Service, has been stationed with the force of immi- 
gration officials at Quebec, and there makes an examination of arriv- 
ing aliens, though, of course, his report that any alien is diseased 
does not debar that alien from admission to Canada, although the 
steamship lines agree to return to the foreign port of embarkation 
those destined confessedly to the United States who are found to be 
afflicted with a dangerous contagious disease. This action of the 
steamship line in any particular instance, it seems hardly necessary 
to say, is contingent upon the willingness of the diseased alien to be 
returned to the port from which he embarked. 

During the month of April a communication was received from the 
Commissioner of Immigration at the port of New York, inspired 
apparently by certain action advocated by the civie authorities to 
prevent the spread of that disease, inquiring whether tuberculosis of 
the lung could be considered as ‘‘a loathsome or a dangerous con- 
tagious disease.” The question was referred to the Supervising 
Surgeon-General of the Marine-Hospital Service, and upon the receipt 
of an affirmative reply from him the following answer was sent to the 
Commissioner at New York, and at the same time published in Treas- 
ury Decisions under the number 23016:

Sir: The Bureau acknowledges the receipt of your letter of Ist instant (No. 9729), 
requesting that an opinion be procured and promulgated for the information of 
officials of this Service as to whether tubercle of lung can be classed as a conta- 

ious disease. Your said letter was referred to the Supervising Surgeon-General, 
arine-Hospital Service, and was returned by him, under date of 3d instant, with 
the following indorsement: 

‘‘Respectfully returned to the Commissioner-General of Immigration. Treasury 
Department, with the statement that tuberculosis of the lungs is now considered a 
contagious disease.” 

The officers under your jurisdiction should be informed as to this opinion, for 
their guidance in considering the admissibility of aliens, under section 1 of the act 
approved March 3, 1891.

As was to be expected, these instructions provoked much comment, 
adverse and commendatory. The action taken, however, was in con- 
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formity with law, and upon the receipt of information as to the char- 
acter of the disease neither more nor less could with propriety have 
been done by administrative officers, whose duty does not include 
consideration of the propriety of legislation as a preliminary to its 
enforcement. 


IMMIGRATION THROUGH CANADA. 
The following statement shows the arrivals annually for the past 


five years at the eastern Canadian ports of aliens professedly destined 
to the United States:

While the ratio of increase over the arrivals of aliens through Can- 
ada last year is comparatively small, it is to be remembered that the 
figures above represent only such as state their ultimate destination 
to be this country; others, who feel a doubt as to their ability to pass 
inspection, may, and doubtless do, avail themselves of the advantage 
of a landing and temporary residence in Canada to effect an entry 
over the boundary line. 
>» The subject of immigration through Canada is now being consid- 
ered by the Department and the various Canadian transportation 
interests, with a view to effecting an agreement whereby the evils of 
the present system may be, if not obviated altogether, at least mate- 
rially lessened. 

Immigration of Japanese through the ports of Vancouver and 
Victoria, British Columbia, which last year had assumed such large 
proportions, has, it will be seen from Table II, decreased from 12,635 
to 5,269. 


IMMIGRATION, EMIGRATION, AND NATURALIZATION. 


Upon this subject it is believed that the Bureau can not do better 
than repeat its remarks of a year ago: 


The views expressed in the last annual report as to the expediency of enlarging 
the scope of the Bureau’s operations so as to embrace a record of the departure of 
aliens, thereby rendering it possible to form an estimate of the net annual increase 
of our population from this source. are repeated, as are those also which urged 
legislation providing for such a use of the data obtained by the Bureau on the 
admission of aliens to this country as would effectually prevent the abuse of our 
naturalization laws. As regards the latter point. embarrassment has repeatedly 
been caused during the year by aliens—it is believed fraudulently—securing citi- 
zens’ papers and claiming the custody.as of right, of their alleged families, such 
action being taken by them after the latter had been refused a landing upon the 
ground that they were among those expressly excluded by law. 

By this means American citizenship, which should be regarded as a privilege to 
be sought from motives of patriotism and fidelity to the principles of the Consti- 
tution. is secured solely to defeat the operation of the immigration laws and to 
secure the landing of diseased, pauperized, or immoral aliens. Whether or not 
such a practice threatens the stability of our institutions by destroying that 
respect for them which is the only guaranty for their defense when in peril, cer- 
tain it is that the laxity which prevails in accepting as evidence of the right to 
citizenship the statements of those whose purpose to make voters outweighs all 
other considerations, if unchecked, will in time impose upon the people of the 
United States the burden of many of the most objectionable citizens of foreign 
countries whom it is the express purpose of the immigration laws to exclude. 

The necessity for the exercise of great care in sifting. with an eye single to the 
protection of American people and institutions, the vast number of arrivals from 
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every country on the globe, who desire to live here and profit by the good order 
and business prosperity which prevail under our forms of State and Federal gov- 
ernment, is illustrated by daily experiences. Tp cite but one of many such, 
attention is directed to the killing of aliens by local mobs and riots and the unde- 
nied claims which the countries of their allegiance press for indemnity for the 
conseyuent damage alleged to have been sustained by their families, thus creating 
a condition in which this Government becomes a guarantor of the security of 
those who come here solely for their own interests and placing them in this 
respect in a position superior to that occupied by American citizens. 

A8 an essay at meeting this difficulty, it does not appear out of place to suggest 
that an alien on his arrival should be required to state if it is his purpose ultimately 
to renounce allegiance to his own country and become a United States citizen. If 
he answers in the affirmative, the fact should be entered of record to be used at the 
expiration of the required five years of residence here in verifying his asserted 
right to naturalization papers. If hedeclares that it is not his intention to become 
naturalized, he should be required to state his purpose in coming to this country, 
which fact should also be recorded. In either case the greatest care should be 
exercised in ascertaining his fitness to land. The naturalization of aliens, which 
should be one of the most important functions of somebody, is now left to nobody 
until the alien himself thinks fit, or some politician who expects to think and vote 
for him believes he should become a citizen. Then the courts are appealed to, but 
no other tribunal has anything to do or say in the matter. 


It seems hardly consistent with my duty to leave this subject with- 
out adverting to a feature of it which must to every thoughtful mind 
seem pregnant with dangers to the social and political order of our 
country. The sifting of alien arrivals for the purpose of shutting out 
the mentally and physically unsound, those whose moral depravity 
has been judicially declared, and those who are either paupers or who 
endanger the employment and means of livelihood of American work- 
ingmen by unfair competition, seems but a preliminary to the work 
imposed upon the lawmaking power for the defense of our institutions 
and people. Not less than half a million beings alien in thought and 
habits of life, and with fixed traits of character evolved from totally 
different surroundings, effect an entry into the United States annually. 
It is idle, even foolhardy, to make light of the natural consequences 
of such an enormous introduction into the body politic of elements 
unassimilated, and in many cases unassimilable, to it. To deal with 
the problem successfully it seems indispensable to remove as far as 
possible those conditions which conflict with the incorporation of the 
alien element into the social system of the country, so that by actual 
experience the former may learn as soon as possible that the basis 
and foundation of the American polity is a respect and affection for 
and a willing obedience to the laws and customs of the land, because 
the maintenance of those laws is the best safeguard of individual 
liberty. Asa primary move to this end it must be conceded that steps 
should be taken to distribute the alien population where their services 
will alike be useful to the country and profitable to themselves. In 
the absence of such an attempt they congregate, as the reports show, 
in the great centers of urban population, each race or nationality 
establishing its distinctive colony, maintaining its alien language and 
sentiments, and furnishing the inflammable material which in times 
' of political or social unrest a spark may ignite into a destructive con- 
flagration. Such a suggestion may seem to those who are jealous of 
the rights of the individual to contain the germ of what is termed in 
political cant ‘‘ paternalism;” it is, nevertheless, a course essential to 
self-preservation. 

It is therefore recommended that Congress enact suitable legisla- 
tion, either with, or, if necessary, without the cooperation of the 
States, for the purpose of distributing the alien population with some 
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reference to the industrial law of supply and demand. The time has 
passed when vast acres of undeveloped territory in this country 
afforded a profitable outlet for individual energy and made it com- 
paratively safe to interpret literally the once popular sophomoric 
oratory which advocated the indiscriminate welcome of the ‘‘ oppressed 
of all lands” to the United States as an asylum. If not now, then at 
some day not far distant, the public mind will be awakened to the 
necessity, aS a measure of self-preservation, of undertaking seriously 
and earnestly to adopt means, not necessarily to shut off immigra- 
tion, or even materially to diminish it, but at least to deal with it so 
that it may not continue to threaten our social and civil order. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE LAWS. 


The chief amendatory legislation shown by experience of the obsta- 
cles which are encountered in the administration of the immigration 
laws to be desirable have already been indicated hereinbefore. In 
general they are such as will remove the misapprehension that Con- 
gress intended to establish a censorship of such aliens only as intend 
to permanently remain in this country, and not of all aliens applying 
for admission, and the consequent confusion arising from varying 
conceptions of the meaning of the term ‘‘alien immigrant,” used in 
the acts of March 3, 1891 and 1893. 

At this point it seems not inappropriate to correct the popular error 
that the existing immigration laws represent a purpose of restricting 
the volume of immigration. Congress hasenacted no such legislation. 
Its sole purpose has apparently been to absolutely exclude certain 
classes of aliens whose presence is regarded as detrimental to the 
interests of American citizens upon moral, financial, or physical 
grounds. The specific enumeration, by class, of such restricts the 
executive officer’s power to exclude or deport to those classes alone, 
leaving the gateways of the Republic wide to the ingress, without 
limitation otherwise, of the inhabitants of the earth, excepting, of 
course, the Chinese. Hence there is no color of authority in the law 
for the rejection at our ports of what are commonly called anarchists, 
enemies of political or social order, or polygamists in doctrine, our 
laws apparently recognizing thus that right to the free enjoyment of 
individual opinion which, according to American institutions, is an 
‘‘inalienable right” of manhood, though it does refuse entry to evil 
doers whose misdeeds involve moral baseness which has been the sub- 
ject of judicial investigation and conviction. 

The classes which are excluded upon moral grounds should be added 
to by the inclusion of female prostitutes, the present law providing 
for the exclusion of such only as are brought here under contract or 
agreement to lead lives of shame. Investigations of the inmates of 
brothels in our large cities show that many of the women are recently 
arrived aliens, and female aliens of this class occasionally are detected 
at our principal ports of entry. 

Difficulty having oceasionally been experienced in inducing steam- 
ship lines to receive as prepaid passengers aliens who have become 
insane within a year after landing, from causes arising subsequent 
thereto, for return to their own countries, authority should be con- 
ferred to compel the owners of the line upon which they came here to 
receive them on board for deportation; otherwise they will remain 
here in such instances a permanent charge upon communities upon 
which they have no claims. 


) 
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Again, the repeal is urged of the proviso in section 1 of the act 
approved August 3, 1882, in order that the restriction upon the 
Department which forbids the expenditure in any year at any port 
for the enforcement of the immigration laws of more than has been 
collected at said port in said year may be removed. 

In view of the large number of those who become public charges or 
inmates of penal or reformatory institutions, and thus doubly burdens 
upon the publie, it is further recommended that the term of one year, 
within which it is now provided an alien may be deported who becomes 
a public charge subsequent to landing, be extended to five years, and 
that the expense of deportation at any time within the additional four 
years be so apportioned as to charge the immigrant fund with the 
cost of ocean transportation, leaving all other incidental outlay in 
connection therewith to be defrayed by the persons, corporation, or 
municipality seeking relief from the burden of providing for the alien 
whose deportation is ordered. 

It is again most urgently recommended that the head tax upon aliens 
be increased to not less than &2 per capita. The increase imposes no 
severe burden upon those seeking homes in this country, and it insures 
the accumulation of a fund sufficient to construet suitable and com- 
fortable buildings whenever needed for the comfort and safety of those 
awaiting inspection, as well as for an administration of the law that 
will effect the double purpose of protecting American citizens from 
the evils sought to be averted and of doing this in a manner that will 
be as humane and considerate of the rights and well-being of aliens 
as possible.

From the foregoing statement it will be seen that the net balance 
on hand after payment of all expenses incident to the administration 
of the laws and regulations in regard to immigration, and of $225,000 
on account of the new building on Ellis Island, New York Harbor, is 
$387,974.23. This is an increase over the balance on hand at the cor- 
responding period last year of $4,826.55. The total expenditures for 
the execution of the immigration laws were, at the various points 
named in Table XV, $353,303.81, at other places, $36,333.24; total, 
$389,637.05. This total, of course, is exclusive of the expenditures 
involved in theadministration of the alien contract-labor laws, which, 
as will be seen elsewhere, were made from a specific appropriation for 
that purpose of $150,000, and aggregated $132,965.39, and, furthermore, 
is exclusive of the payment from the ‘‘ Immigrant fund” (the head- 
tax receipts) of $225,000 for the new building above referred to. 


IMMIGRANT STATIONS. 


During the year the practice was inaugurated of calling the Com- 
missioners of Immigration together for consultation on matters rela- 
ting to detail in the administration of the laws and, so faras the same 
can be done, the establishment of a uniformity of practice in the 
inspection and landing of immigrants at the various stations. 

It is expected that the administration at the different ports will be 
materially improved by the preparation of appropriate regulations, 
defining, in as exact terms as the conditions will permit, the func- 
tions, scope of authority, etc., of the various officials. The lack of 
reasonable facilities for handling immigrants at some of the ports has 
largely increased the work of the officials and makes it difficult to 
adopt. uniform methods of procedure. 

These conferences will reconcile the differences of opinion which 
may, and do, naturally arise as to the character and extent of the 
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authority of the officials at the different immigrant stations, and will 
result in securing a@ more uniform administration of the laws at the 
Various ports. 


REPORT OF MARINE-HOSPITAL SURGEON IN CHARGE AT THE PORT 
OF NEW YORK. 


UNITED STATES IMMIGRATION SERVICE, MEDICAL DIVISION, 
New York, N. Y., August 11, 1901, 


Sir: Ihave thé honor to transmit herewith the report of transactions of the 
medical division of the immigration service at this port for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1901. 

The work of this division has increased in proportion to the increase in immi- 
gration, and was especially heavy during the last quarter of the fiscal year. As 
shown by the tabulated report, 393,616 steerage passengers and 59.880 cabin pas- 
sengers were inspected upon arrival. Of the steerage passengers, 2,002 were 
admitted to hospital, 547 were furnished relief in the hospitals of the city health 
department, and 1,953 in the Long Island College Hospital (used temporarily as 
an immigrant hospital ). All cases of trachoma (granular conjunctivitis) and 
all cases of favus have been certified as dangerous contagious diseases (for depor- 
tation), and by recent order of the Department tubercle of the lungs has been 
placed in the same category. 

The new immigrant hospital on Ellis Island now nearing completion will not 
afford sufficient ward space for the service. Another pavilion is necessary for the 
accommodation of the patients, exclusive of those suffering from acute contagious 
diseases and cared for in the hospitals of the city health department under annual 
contract. 

The recommendation of my predecessor, Surg. L. L. Williams, ‘‘that steps be 
taken to procure the erection as soon as possible of an additional wing or pavilion” 
to the new hospital is hereby respectfully renewed. 

I would also recommend that an additional building be constructed for officers’ 
quarters. for the reason that some of the rooms designated as such in the hospital 
building will be needed for the accommodation of patients, and even then the 
hospital will be crowded, unless there should be a marked reduction in immigra- 
tion and consequent Jesseninug of the number of patients to be cared for, which is 
not likely to be the case in the near future. 

It affords me pleasure to bear testimony to the efficiency of the official staff of 
this division, and my acknowledgements are due for many courtesies received 
from the Commissioners and other officers of the immigration service at this station.

CHINESE EXCLUSION LAWS. 


In compliance with the terms of the act approved June 6, 1900, 
making provision for sundry civil expenses of the Governinent, the 
Bureau bas for the past year administered the laws passed for the 
exclusion of Chinese persons in conformity to the convention between 
the Empire of China and the United States, of date December 8, 1894. 

An experience of but one year has been sufficient to convince the 
Bureau that probably no system of legislation enacted thus far by 
Congress has more numerous or serious obstacles to surmount in order 
to become reasonably effective of its purpose. The natural difficul- 
ties arising from the apparent similarity, to those unfamilar with the 
distinctive physical characteristics of the Mongolian, of all Chinese, 
from their totally different standards of morality, from their mental 
acuteness and ingenuity, and, worse than all, from their apparent 
ability at any time to comiand the use of considerable sums of 
money, are augmented by the defects of the laws, as well as by the 
decisions rendered by the courts in construing those laws. 

The first-named difficulty is one that can be partially overcome only 
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by the use of photographs for purposes of identification in all cases, 
and the last by amendatory legislation, but, in many instances, the 
officers of the Government are powerless to secure evidence to con- 
trovert the claims of the Chinese. Thus, in the case of an alleged 
minor son of a domiciled merchant, the facts alleged to sustain such 
elaim must all have existed in China, to wit, the marriage of the 
parents, and the birth of the son, as well as the date of birth, and are 
therefore proved by Chinese testimony exclusively. The Government 
has no means of refuting a prima facie case thus established, and 
must admit an applicant upon such evidence, unless it can find, in 
minor variations in the testimony of the different Chinese witnesses, 
ground for discrediting it altogether. The simple statement of the 
ease is sufficient to show with what comparative ease the law may be 
defied by the entrance of Chinamen, without limit pac who 
can be made to pass muster as minors. 


LABORERS. 


The following table shows, by ports, that during the year 2,735 
Chinese laborers, who were duly registered, have departed from the 
United States, and in the same period 2,280 have been admitted upon 
their return:

It is by no means certain, however, that all of those returning were 
entitled to entry, for, as will be seen by the following letter, it has 
been customary for Chinese laborers to pawn their certificates, and 
doubtless, if default is made in returning the amount in any case for 
which they were pledged, they were sold to other Chinamen. 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT, April 25, 1901, 


Sir: Through a report from Special Immigrant Inspector Robert Watchorn, the 
Department is in receipt of information to the effect that there were 110 certifi- 
cates of residence issued to Chinese laborers under the provisions of the act of 
November 3, 1893, pawned in Walla Walla, Wash. The fact that these certifi- 
cates have no value to any person except the Chinamen to whom they were issued 
warrants the assumption that such pawning may result in violations of the law, 
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for should the persons using them as a means of raising money default in redeem- 
ing them, it is apparent that the pawnbroker has no recourse to secure the return 
of the money advanced thereon except to sellthem. It is evident, therefore, that 
the pawnbroker in such cases assumes that the certificates so pawned have a pecu- 
niary value which would enable him to reimburse himself tor loans made thereon 
by selling them, in case of default of the owner, to other persons who obviously 
can have no proper use for them. 

Officers charged with the enforcement of the Chinese-exclusion laws should, 
therefore, take up such certiticates as are found elsewhere than in the possession of 
the rightful owners and deposit them in the office of the collector of customs of the 
district in which they are thus found, to be held by such collectors subject to the 
orders of the Department. These directions are given, notwithstanding Treasury 
decision 17237, June 26, 1896, because the reasons stated therein in support of a 
Chinese laborer’s right to the possession of the certificate of residence issued to 
him have been deprived of their force, so far as said Chinese laborer's use of them 
is concerned, by the voluntary act of such Chinese person in disposing of said cer- 
tificate in the manner indicated. The issue in the said decision, also, was as to 
the proper custodian, as between Government officials and the Chinese person to 
whom issued, and not as between such Chinese person and some third party 
thr. agh whom the said certificate might be improperly used. 

Appropriate instructions should be given to the officials under your charge in 
accordance with the views herein expressed, in order that the danger of violations 
of the law in the manner indicated may be obviated.

~ The business, moreover, of forging certificates and selling them has 
been successfully eonducted, and during the year the Bureau had 
oceasion to photograph fraudulent certificates which came into its 
hands, and send copies to its officers for their information. Besides 
these methods of evading the law, the Bureau believes that certificates 
are transferred successfully to Chinese persons who have never been 
in this country before, to be by them returned after landing to the 
rightful owner. 

Such evils may be checked by requiring the surrender at intervals 
of all certificates outstanding and in lieu of them, a reissuing of new 
ones, with the photograph of the person to whom issued attached, and 
containing his measurement and physical characteristics. Such legis- 
lation, it is believed, would also disclose the unlawful residence in this 
country of some thousands of Chinamen. 


CHINESE OF THE EXEMPT CLASS. 


The convention between the Governments of the United States and 
China, by virtue of which the Chinese-exclusion laws are enforced, 
recites in Act III the following exceptions from its general provisions, 
viz: ‘‘ Chinese subjects being officials, teachers, students, merchants, 
or travelers for curiosity or pleasure.” 

_ In the same article it is stipulated that Chinese laborers shall enjoy 
the privilege of transit across the territory of the United States in the 
course of their journey to and from other countries ‘‘ subject to such 
regulations by the Government of the United States as may be neces- 
sary to prevent the said privilege of transit from being abused.” 

By reference to Table XVII below, it will be seen that 4,509 applied 
for admission during the year, either to remain here as members of one 
of the exempt classes, or for permission to pass through to foreign terri- 
tory. Some idea may be formed of the number of fraudulent claims 
that are made from the fact that of the 2,702 who professed to be of 
the privileged classes, there were admitted but 1,784, the Government 
Officials, despite the disadvantages under which they labor in secur- 
ing evidence, having obtained proof of the fraudulent character of 
the representations of 918 of them. 
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Attention is specially called to the report from San Francisco, the 
principal port of entry for Chinamen, where the service is organized 
earefully and under the charge of an energetic, intelligent, and capable 
official. At that port nearly two-thirds of the applications were found 
to be fraudulent, and the applicants were denied admission.

To Collectors of Customs and all other Officers charged with the enforcement of the 
Chinese-exclusion laws: 


Complaints having reached the Department of attempted violations of the laws 
enac for the exclusion of Chinese by those who have been allowed to pass 
through the United States to foreign territory. the following rules are hereby 
adopted for your guidance in granting permission for such transit: 

Any Chinese person arriving at your port, claiming to be destined to some for- 
eign country and seeking permission to pass through the United States, or any 
portion thereof, to reach such alleged foreign destination, shall be Heine per- 
mission for such transit only upon complying with the following conditions: 

1. The applicant shall be required to produce to the collector of customs at the 
first port of arrival a through ticket across the whole territory of the United States 
(and to his or her alleged foreign destination according to the steamship manifest) 
intended to be traversed, and such other proof as he (or she) may beable to adduce, 
to satisfy the said collector that a bona fide transit only is intended, and such 
ticket and other evidence presented must be so stamped. or marked, and dated by 
the said collector, or such officer as he shall designate for that purpose, as to pre- 
vent their use a second time: but no such applicant shall be considered as intend- 
ing bona fide to make such transit only if he (or she) has previously on same 
ae made application for and been denied admission to the United States. 

The applicant in each case, or some responsible person on his (or her) behalf, 
or se transportation company whose through ticket he (or she) holds, shall fur- 
nish to the said collector of customs a bond in a penal sum of not less ‘than $500, 
conditioned for applicant's continuous transit through and actual departure from 
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the United States within a reasonable time, not exceeding twenty days from the 
date of arrival at said port. 

3. The said applicant shall furnish to the collector of customs at the first port 
of arrival four photographs of himself, to be taken as directed by said collector, 
which shall be used in the manner specified in the foHowing rules. 

4. The collector of customs shall prepare a descriptive list of such applicants, 
bound in book form, for file in his oftice. containing as to each applicant informa- 
tion in the following form, to which one of the photographs mentioned in rule 3 
above shall be permanently attached:

While this has in a measure checked the abuse referred to, there 
is still reason to believe, in view of the great numbers of Chinese who 
apply for permission to pass through to Mexico, where work is not 
abundant and peon labor can be obtained for a trifle, that the alleged 
purpose of such transit passengers is often unworthy of credence, and 
that they go to Mexico merely to take advantage of the comparatively 
easy access to the United States across the long and necessarily thinly 
guarded land boundary separating our territory from that country. 
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It is recommended, therefore, that some more stringent rule be 
adopted by which Chinamen seeking permission to pass through this 
country to foreign contiguous territory shall be required to establish 
affirmatively to the satisfaction of the inspection officers that they 
actually have a specific business engagement or opening in such for- 
eign destination, which would rebut the presumption that they really 
cherish the design of effecting an unlawful entrance to the United 
States. 

MERCHANTS AND MERCHANTS’ MINOR SONS. 


Of those expressly mentioned among the excepted classes, there is 
perhaps more difficulty with such as claim to be merchants than with 
the others. Their extravagant and apparently improbable claims to 
large interests in mercantile houses in China are hard to reconcile with 
their frequent lack of money or apparent provision of means for their 
support here. Of the resident merchants, moreover, who seek read- 
mission, much the same statement may be made. Every conceivable 
device of ingenuity is used to establish a mercantile status. Certifi- 
cates alleging such status are signed often as a mere matter of accom- 
modation by the white witnesses required by the law, and a nebulous 
interest in alleged mercantile firms with trivial supplies on hand and 
numerous partners, all possessing interests of $1,000 each or multiples 
thereof, lead to the inevitable conclusion that, unless the law is 
amended by requiring more specific evidence, or the term ‘‘ merchant” 
is defined more narrowly, the opening made by this exception is wide 
enough to let in almost any adult Chinaman. 

Another abuse requiring amendatory legislation is the admission of 
alleged minor sons of domiciled merchants. This class is not among 
the exceptions specifically made in Article III of the treaty, but was 
made judicially, originally to admit a child of 8 years of age. The 
Supreme Court, in the case of United States v. Gue Lim (176 U. S., 
459), having in general terms affirmed the right of a domiciled Chinese 
merchant to the companionship in this country of his wife and minor 
children, it but remains for any Chinaman who may with any color of 
reason claim minority to prove by Chinese testimony the remaining 
point of lawful relationship as son to a resident merchant to obtain 
admission. How easy it is to secure such testimony where there is no 
risk of detection and punishment, and where it is well paid for, it is 
believed by Chinese organizations who subsequently own the benefi- 
ciary as a chattel until the debt is repaid with interest, experience has 
amply proven. 

The curious inconsistency has arisen also in such eases that, whereas 
a returning merchant must establish his status as such for a year 
before his departure by ‘‘ the testimony of two witnesses other than 
Chinese,” a merchant’s son, or alleged son, claiming under him, can 
effect an entry upon Chinese testimony solely. 

It is recommended that suitable legislation be enacted for the effect- 
ive investigation in China of such and of all other assertions made by 
Chinamen as to their position, ete., in their native country, to estab- 
lish a right to enter the United States. 


CHINAMEN BORN IN:THE UNITED STATES. 


As Chinamen born in this country, under the Federal Constitution, 
are citizens and, therefore, not subject to the laws and treaty in rela- 
tion to the exclusion of Chinese, it might be assumed that it is unnec- 
essary to treat of them inthis report. That assumption is true in the 
case of those who are actually natives of this country. But there are 
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many who claim to be such, in many instances on our northern bound- 
ary, who have already been rejected as confessed Chinese subjects hy 
the customs officers. After such rejection on our land boundaries, 
they reenter at another point, not far distant, are arrested and taken 
before a United States commissioner upon representing themselves 
to be American citizens, and not infrequently are discharged upon 
Chinese testimony, procured as above stated. 

At our seaports, when rejected, a Chinaman is returned to China 
on the vessel by which he came, and the administrative officers’ deci- 
sions are final, as the law requires they shall be. Such rejection on 
land borders, however, involves no such deportation, and the China- 
man rejected by the means thus described can have another hearing 
on another ground before a judicial officer of the Government and 
thus effect an entry. 

Such a situation affords an opportunity of defeating the purposes 
of the law, and, moreover, is a discrimination against American trans- 
portation lines. It is therefore strongly recommended that legisla- 
tion be enacted closing to Chinese all ports of entry except those on 
the seacoast of the United States. 


LEGISLATION. 


Attention is directed to the expiration by limitation of the existing 
laws in relation to the exclusion of Chinese persons on May 5, 1902. 
Should Congress fail to reenact those laws, or others for the same 
purpose, such omission would merely leave the Department without 
the present means of enforcing the provisions of the convention of 
December 8, 1894, which ‘‘shall remain in force for a period of ten 
years beginning with the date of the exchange of ratifications, and if 
six months before the expiration of the said period of ten years neither 
Government shall have formally given notice of its final termination 
to the other it shall remain in full force for another like period of ten 
years.” (See Article IV of Convention. ) 

The treaty would still exclude the same Chinese persons and those 
seeking the privilege of passing through and out of the United States 
would be compelled, as at present, to comply with the regulations 
prescribed to control the granting of such privilege. 

There were deported during the year, at a cost of $46,940.44, 328 
Chinese persons who were found by judicial decision to be unlawfully 
in the country. The accompanying statement presents asummary of 
the disbursements made from the special appropriation for the enforce- 
ment of the Chinese-exelusion laws, from which it will be seen that 
there was a deficit of $684.67.

Table No. 1 shows the arrivals by ports of the United States and 
Canada for the tiscal years 1897 and 1898, from which it will be seen 
that there was a falling off in the total immigration of the present fis- 
cal year as compared with that of the next preceding year of approxi- 
mately 1,500, or from 230,832 to 229,299. This decrease, if comparison 
is made of the figures given in Table No. 2 with the same numbers 
shown in last year’s report, is composed exclusively of females, chiefly 
of those between the ages of 15 and 40, and from European countries. 
The total arrivals of male immigrants during the present fiscal year 
are slightly in excess of those for the year next before it and, it is fair 
to assume, represent a more desirable class, since those from European 
countries show an increase of 2,730, while those from other sources, 
principally Asiatic, exhibit a decrease of 2,062. 

Continuing the comparison, it appears again from Table No. 2 that, 
although there has been a diminution in the total immigration, yet, in 
respect of their means of immediate self-support, the arrivals for the 
present year are more desirable, for they exhibited to the examining 
Officials $3,852,077, an amount in excess of that shown in the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1897, of $310,836. 

Unfortunately the deductions from amounts of money reported are 
not conclusive, for the figures given represent only so much as is shown . 
by persons over 20 years of age. There is a popular impression abroad 
that, in order to gain admission to this country, one must possess at 
least $30. In many instances immigrants come to the United States 
with several hundred dollars, but when questioned by the immigration 
officials will admit that they possess but $30. 


AMEND ‘ACT OF MARCH 3, 1893. 


The act of March 3, 1893, requires that if an immigrant is possessed 
of $30 or less he must state the amount, but if the sum is over $30 he 
need not state what it is. Under this law there is no means of ascer- 
taining how much money immigrants bring with them to the United 
States, and in order to obtain exact information the law should be 
amended so as to require the immigrant to state the exact amount he 
is possessed of. If this is done it will be known just how much is added 
to the wealth of the United States by arriving immigrants.’ 

The impression has gone abroad that the immigrant is judged by the 
amount of money he brings with him, and, as a consequence, deception 
is practiced by many, who endeavor to make use of the same sum of 
money when undergoing inspection at the port of entry. The health, 
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reputation, and character of the immigrant, his appearance and pros- 
pects of securing employment, guide the immigrant officials in passing 
upon his rigbt to land, rather than the sum of money of which he may 
be possessed. 

In respect to illiteracy, an examination of the figures respectively for 
the two years under consideration will disclose the fact that, while 
there are some variations as between the arrivals from different coun- 
tries, the general average is substantially unchanged. The observa- 
tions advanced, therefore, in the last report of this Bureau are equally 
applicable upon this point to conditions existing during the fiscal year 
just completed. 

DEBARRED AND RETURNED. 


It will be seen from Table No. 2 that the total number of immigrants 
refused a landing and those returned within one year after arrival was 
3,229, as compared with 1,880 for the next preceding year, representing 
an increase of 71+ per cent. This increase, it is not unreasonable to 
assume, is chiefly due to increased experience and efficiency upon the 
part of the officials charged with the administration of the laws, par- 
ticularly at the port of New York, the principal port of arrival. It is 
composed of 89 additional alien contract laborers, 984 paupers or per- 
sons likely to become public charges, and 257 diseased persons, i. e., 
immigrants aftlicted with “a loathsome or a dangerous contagious 
disease.” 

DISEASED IMMIGRANTS. 


The last-named class represents virtually a new departure in the 
work of the Bureau, since the rejections on that ground rose from a 
single immigrant last year to 258 for the present fiscal year. This does 
not show, as may. appear at first sight, laxity heretofore on the part of 
immigrant officials, but displays their increased efliciency in detecting 
and excluding cases of contagious diseases which are less obvious upon 
examination and of the nature of which less is known outside the medi- 
cal profession than of the more generally recognized and easily detected 
forms of contagion. 

Most of the exclusions upon this ground represent aliens aftlicted 
_ either with favus, a disease of the scalp, or trachoma, commonly known 
as granulareyelids. The former is confined almost exclusively to young 
persons, and, unless a careful inspection is made, the afilicted person 
may be admitted without detection. Protracted treatment is required in 
order to effect a cure, but experienced physicians contend that the dis- 
easeis likely to become virulent, even after a course of hospital treatment. 

The difficulty in dealing with those afflicted with favus is that the 
separation of families is likely to follow the deportation of the afflicted 
immigrant, and this has occasioned immigration officials no little embar- 
rassment and uneasiness. The question whether it would be better to 
deport such a person immediately on arrival and thus sunder family 
ties or, by delay for treatment, risk introducing this disease among the 
children of Americans, has been under discussion for some time, and it 
was decided to protect the children of the United States, even though 
hardship should follow the deportation of afflicted persons. With that 
end in view the following circular was issued: 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT, — 
OFFICE COMMISSIONER-GENERAL OF IMMIGRATION, 
Washington, D. C., October 19, 1897. 
To Commissioners of Immigration, Collectors of Customs, and Immigrant Inspectors: 
In view of the prevalence among arriving immigrants of favus, a loathsome, con- 
tagious disease, you are hereby instructed to make a careful examination in order 
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to insure the detection of all such cases and their immediate return to the country 
whence they came, if possible, by the steamship upon which they arrive, otherwise 
as soon as practicable by a steamship of the same line, at the expense of said line. 

If the certificate of the examining physician in this country indicates that the 
disease existed at the time of alien’s embarkation, or that symptoms had developed 
at that time which the transportation company’s physician might, with reasonable 
care, have detected, steps should be taken for the prosecution of such company, as 
provided by section 6 of the act of March 3, 1891. 

If any minor alien, suffering with said loathsome disease, is accompanied by its 
parents, one parent should be returned with such alien as its natural guardian and 
protector. ° : 

All cases of aliens afflicted with favus now confined in hospital by direction of the 
United States immigration officials whose expenses are not borne by their friends or 
relations must be returned, as soon as thev are able te travel, to the country whence 
they came, at the expense of the steamship company which brought them here.

Dealing with trachoma was not so difficult, for the reason that fewer 
persons are afflicted, and it is not confined to youth. In order to deter- 
mine whether the disease should be classed as “dangerous contagious,” 
the Supervising Surgeon-General was applied to, and the following is 
his answer:

Str: In reply to your letter of October 27, in which you request to be informed 
whether trachoma should be classed as a dangerous contagions disease, I have to 
refer you to an article on Contayious conjnactivitis, written by Dr. Miles Standish, 
of Boston, who is considered the very best authority. The article is as follows: 

‘“‘Ajter these infections of the conjunctiva, the next most dangerous form of con- 
tagious conjunctivitis is the so-called granular lids, or trachoma. If this is of bacte- 
rial origin, the micro-organism has not as yet been recognized; nevertheless it will 
dea slowly through an orphan asylum, tenement house, or any other place where 
the poor are crowded together, unless special means are taken to prevent this result, 
leaving its victims handicapped for lite and often nearly blind. Fortunately it is 
diminishing in this country, and is, compared with a few years ago, seldom seen 
except among recent immiyrants from the eastern end of the Mediterranean, Polish 
and Russian Jews, Armenians, aud others from that locality; and I may say in passing 
that the presence of acute trachoma in the conjunctiva of immigrants should be a 
good and suflicient reason for turning them back whence they came. A large pro- 
portion of these cases within a few months after their arrival become incapacitated 
and are public charges. And not only this, but were it not for the new cases thus 
introduced into the great tenement localities of our large cities, it is my opinion 
that the disease would soon become extremely rare in this part of the country.” 

I have to add that I concur in the opinion of Dr. Standish as to the contagiousness 
of trachoma.

MEDICAL EXAMINATION. 


In this connection it is deemed advisable to suggest that a law be 
passed which will exact a rigid medical examination of every immi- 
grant. Its importance can not be overestimated when we consider that 
@ vast tide of immigration from eastern Europe and the Orient finds 
its way through England to this country. Inspector Robert Watch- 
orn, of the New York station, who was delegated to visit Europe for 


fa 
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the purpose of studying certain phases of the immigration question 
during the year, reports that the board of trade physicians at the port 
of embarkation in England makes an examination of emigrants sailing 
for other lands. He says: 

The inspection, to a layman, looks like a very rapid affair, the passengers passing 
the physician at a rate, approximately, of 2,000 an hour. Only in a few instances 
were heads uncovered, so that it can not be said to have been a very searching inquiry, 
although it mnst be remembered that he had seen most of them at the lodging 
houses the night previous. This physician, it must be borne in ming, is under no 
obligation to point out that this or that emigrant is likely to be objectionable to 
the United States immigration authorities. His sole duty under British laws and 
regulations is to protect the health of the emigrants while on board ship. 

At the present time there are, owing to the careful examination of 
immigrants and the rigid enforcement of the law against the landing 
of persons afflicted with loathsome or dangerous contagious diseases, 
but few persons coming to American ports aftlicted with either favus 
or trachoma, and if the medical examination is extended so as to 
embrace every known means of ascertaining the health and physical 
condition of the immigrant, the benefits to the people of this country 
and their posterity will be incalculable. 

The intention of persons seeking admission to the United States as 
immigrants may vary; some come with a determination to cast their 
lot with the American people and remain in the United States perma- 
nently, others come with a view to securing employment, working for 
a few years in the United States and then returning to their former 
homes. There is no known means of determining to which class the 
immigrant belongs when he presents himself to the inspection officer, 
but there should be no doubt as to what the Government of the United 
States requires of the applicant for admission, whether he comes to 
remain temporarily or permanently. 

During the recent war with Spain each recruit presenting himself 
for enlistment in the Army or Navy was obliged to undergo a rigid 
medical examination before medical experts, and all who were unsound 
in mind or body were rejected, These enlistments were but for two 
or three years. If it were deemed necessary to select men for enlist- 
ment who were approximately perfect, to engage temporarily in the 
arduous duties incident to military life, does not common sense dictate 
the necessity for at least equal precautions in the case of those who 
come with the intention of permanently enlisting in the army of pro- 
ducers in the United States and, what is far more important, of becom- 
mg the parents of the future soldiers and citizens of this country? 
The time has passed when the vast unoccupied territory within our limits 
justified the permission of indiscriminate immigration. The vacant 
lands are rapidly filling up, and the social and industrial problems 
which confront established communities give warning of the expedi- 
ency of intelligent, discriminating restriction. A certain standard 
should be erected and all applying immigrants who are not up to that 
standard should be rejected. 

Before dismissing this subject, it seems important to suggest an 
amendment to the law excepting immigrants afflicted with “a loathsome 
or a dangerous contagious disease” from the right of appeal or of a 
hearing before a board of special inquiry. The pathological conditions 
upon which the examining medical officer bases his conclusion are such 
as do not come within the comprehension of non-professionals, and a 
review of his conclusion by such officials is manifestly a useless con- 
formity to the letter of the act. Much annoyance and expense have 
been inflicted upon the Bureau in the past year by counsel for diseased

immigrants insisting upon the right of appeal, etc., in such cases, even 
resorting Im some instances to habeas corpus proceedings to enforce 
such right, and by these dilatory practices in a measure defeating one 
of the chief purposes of the law—to lessen, by speedy deportation, the 
danger of the disease spreading. 


OCCUPATION OF IMMIGRANTS. 


An examination of the tables which give the occupation of alien 
steerage passengers will show that 16,243 farmers and 1,604 miners were 
landed during the year. It is doubtful if many of those manifested as 
farmers purchased farms or engaged in farming since their arrival. It 
will be noticed that the great bulk of the farmers were destined to Cal- 
ifornia, Connecticut, Illinois, lowa, Massachusetts, New Jersey, New 
York, and Pennsylvania, States in which the large cities are located, 
and it is reasonable to assume that they went direct to the great indus- 
trial ceuters of these States. Advices from the mining towns of Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois are to the effect that the number 
of immigrants that arrived during the vear was at least double that 
given in the foregoing table as miners, while a reference to the table 
giving destination and occupation will show that but 412 of those desig- 
nated as miners were manitested to Pennsylvania, Illinois, Indiana, and 
Ohio. It is evident that while many of the immigrants may have fol- 
lowed agriculture in Europe or Asia, and while they may be designated 
as farmers upon arriving in the United States, they lack the means to 
purchase farms or engage in farming here and drift to the already 
crowded centers of industry, where they force American citizens to 
compete with them in a struggle for existence and at a wage level to 
which no American should be forced to descend. 

That statistics purporting to give the occupation of arriving immi- 
grants are not to be relied upon as indicating the pursuit they will 
follow in this country is evident, for it is reasonably certain that many 
of the new arrivals did not engage in farming, and it is equally certain 
that more than 1,604 miners found their way to the coal regions of the 
above-named States. The value of such statistics, therefore, lies in the 
fact that they give a general idea of the economic or industrial capacity 
of the immigrants derived from the knowledge of their occupation in 
the countries from which they came. Recognizing the shortcomings in 
this respect of the present system of statistics in use by the Bureau, 
and believing the subject to be one of such vital moment to the people 
of the United States that every means should be sought to put them 
in possession of all accessible and practically useful information in 
relation thereto, a committee has within the past few weeks been 
appointed for the purpose of devising an improved system which shall, 
as near as may be, accomplish this design. 

The work of the committee has progressed sufficiently to justify the 
assurance that, with the beginning of the new fiscal year, there will 
be inaugurated a compilation of reports of immigration that will throw 
much additional light upon the subject. Without entering upon it in 
detail, as it belongs properly to the ensuing fiscal year, its nature, and 
to some extent its results, may be here suggested by the statement that 
the new reports give, in addition to the data furnished by those now in 
use, arrivals of immigrants by race; thus, Jews, from whatever country 
they migrate hither; Germans, whether from Austria, Germany, or 
France; English from Great Britain, India, South Africa, Australia, or 
Oanada, etc. Such a distribution by race appears much more rational 
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than the present one, which simply reports the countries whence the 
immigrants respectively come, and gives no clue to their characteristics 
and their resultant influence upon the community of which they are to 
become members. 


DESTINATION OF IMMIGRANTS, 


There is at present no way of certainly determining where the great 
bulk of immigrants goto after passing inspection at the ports. Whilethey 
are manifested to certain points, they may in reality intend going to other 
places. Under existing laws and conditions they can not be directed 
to any designated locality or State with any degree of certainty that 
they will find employment on arriving at their destination. There are. 
bureaus of labor and statistics in thirty-two States where manufactur- 
ing, mining, and commercial life is most active. The enactment of a 
statute designating each head of a State bureau of labor statistics an 
agent of the Federal Government, for the purpose of collecting infor- 
mation which would show where trade was brisk and where it lan. 
guished; where certain classes of labor were in demand and where the 
labor market was overstocked, and, at stated intervals, forwarding this 
information to the Bureau of Immigration, would be of great benefit to 
arriving immigrants. 

With such information at hand, the immigration authorities could 
intelligently direct the immigrant to a point where he would find 
employment. It is possible that many would not avail themselves of 
the opportunity thus presented, but the number who would go direct 
to places where they would find work, and thus save the money which 
would otherwise be expended in a fruitless search for employment, would 
be considerable. Through the post-offices or other Governmental 
agencies accurate information concerning the state of trade and labor 
could be obtained from all points, and in States where no labor bureaus 
exist an agent of the Immigration Bureau could be stationed to attend 
to the compiling and forwarding of the statistics above indicated. It 
is not necessary to do more than suggest the plan here; the details will 
be submitted if it is deemed advisable. 


IMMIGRANTS IN OHARITABLE AND PENAL INSTITUTIONS. 


In previous reports of this Bureau reference has been made to the 
fact that but few immigrants find their way into our charitable institu- 
tions, and with the information then obtainable these statements could 
not be questioned. With a view of obtaining light upon this subject, 
the following inquiries were recently sent to the managers of charita- 
oe penal, and reformatory institutions in various parts of the United 

tates: 


(1) pera of aliens in sheriff’s custody during four months ending May 1, 
1898 


(2) Nationalities of aliens so confined; give number of each. 
(3) For what offenses were they imprisoned f 

(4) How many sent to penitentiary or other prison? 

(5) What terms of imprisonment were imposed f 

(6) How many aliens now under bail awaiting trial f 

(7) Give ages and sexes of offenders; number of each. 

(8) How many aliens are now in hospitals f 

(9) How many aliens are now in insane asylumsf 

(10) How many aliens are now in poorhouses? 


Every official to whom these inquiries were addressed stated that no 


statistics were kept of alien criminals, paupers, or insane persons. 
They were all classed as foreigners. In sending out the inquiry the 
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intention was to ascertain how many subjects of foreign governments 
were receiving support in our charitable institutions and how many 
were imprisoned for offenses committed in this country, but the sur- 
prising fact was developed that up to that time no effort had been made 
to classify the aliens in these institutions. All persons of foreign birth, 
whether alien or naturalized, were classed as foreigners. In further 
pursuit of the same object an inspector was detailed to visit the jails, 
workhouses, hospitals, and penitentiary in Allegheny County, Pa. His 
report shows that 17.03 per cent. of those committed to the Western 
Penitentiary between January 1 and May 1, 1898, were aliens. The 
number of aliens admitted to the poorhouse at Marshalsea during that 
period was 150. The number of aliens admitted to the Claremont 
poorhouse was 108, while investigation at the Mercy Hospital of Pitts- 
burg showed that 33 per cent. of those treated during the same period 
were aliens. 

It is very difficult, under existing conditions, to obtain accurate infor- 
mation, for many of those admitted to charitable and other institutions 
assume American names, even though unable to speak the American 
language. It is a well-established fact that foreign boarding-house 
keepers do not hesitate, when a boarder is taken ill, to have him removed 
to the free dispensary, there to be treated as a charity subject. This 
practice prevails in every large city in the United States. That the 
alien has been steadily employed, and sending remittances to his native 
country through the post-office or bank up to the time of his illness, 
makes no difference; he applies for charity and receives it, and is there- 
fore a burden upon the community. A significant fact is that those who 
resort to such practices are seldom found among the immigrants who land 
in the United States for the purpose of making their homes here. 

It is the intention to continue this inquiry through the managers and 
keepers of the various public institutions of the United States until it 
can be satisfactorily shown whether those admitted or committed are 
of native or foreign birth, and if the latter, how many are aliens, as 
distinguished from naturalized citizens. 

If a careful medical examination of each immigrant is made, the per- 
centage of aliens receiving treatment in our medical institutions will be 
materially lessened, no injustice will be done the immigrant, and the 
interest of the taxpayer will be guarded. 


AMEND ACT OF AUGUST 3, 1882. 


That portion of Section 1 of the act of August 3, 1882, which 
provides: 

That no greater sum shall be expended for the purposes hereinbefore mentioned, 
at any port, than shall have been collected at such port. 
should be repealed, allowing such expenditure at any port as shall 
appear necessary to properly enforce the laws at such port. 

That section also provides that: ‘‘A duty of 50 cents for each and every 
passenger not a citizen of the United States, who shall come by steamer 
or sailing vessel from a foreign port to any port within the United 
States” should be collected. Siuce that time the head tax has been 
increased to 81. 

The act further provides that— 

The money so collected shall be paid into the United States Treasury, and shall 
constitute a fund to be called the ‘‘Immigrant fund,” and shall be used, under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Treasury, to defray the expenses of regulatin 
immigration under this act, and for the care of immigrants arriving in the United 


States, for the relief of such as are in distress, and for the general purposes and 
expenses of carrying this act into effect. 
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There is no more important branch of the Government service than 
that which deals with immigration. While the collection of duties 
_ under authority of the customs ofiicials is of vast importance and deals 
with the revenues of the Government and the protection of American 
industries, the regulation of immigration comes directly home to and 
affects every producer in the United States. Since the tide of immi- 
gration has changed former sources have failed to contribute their 
quota, and a new element has been introduced into our industrial life. 
Much of it is very undesirable, and its tendencies are downward. 

While no immigrant should be judged by the amount of money he 
possesses, he should be required to pay a head tax much greater than 
is now collected, not less than $2. From the fund thus collected it 
would be possible to defray the expenses of a competent corps of 
physicians to examine immigrants and to establish agencies of the 
Immigration Bureau at foreign ports from which immigrants take 
passage. If this is done, many worthy persons will be spared the pain 
and humiliation of being debarred at American ports, and the hardship 
of an ocean voyage averted, while, above all else, the health of the 
community and the interests of American workmen will be more care- 
fully guarded. 


IMMIGRATION AND NATURALIZATION. 


The naturalization laws of the United States have been violated in 
many instances by unscrupulous persons, who affirmed or swore in open 
court that they had resided the required time in this country. Con- 
scienceless witnesses were produced to corroborate the statements 
made by the applicants for naturalization papers. An alien whose 
minor child arrived at the port of New York recently and was debarred 
because she was afflicted with a dangerous contagious disease fraudu- 
lently obtained naturalization papers for the purpose of claiming his 
child and preventing her deportation. The alien was indicted, the 
case tried, the defendant found guilty, and his naturalization papers 
revoked. A similar case is now being investigated. 

In a number of instances international questions have been precipi- 
tated through the arrest of persons abroad who claimed the protection 
of this Government because they had resided a short time in the United 
States, and during their stay had taken out “first papers” declaratory 
of their intention to become citizens. The genuineness of some these 
papers, questioned at the time, has never been established. 

Each arriving immigrant, when admitted to the United States, should 
be provided with a landing certificate setting forth the name, age, sex, 
birthplace of the immigrant, government to which allegiance is due, 
the port from which the vessel sailed, the name of the vessel, the line 
it belongs to, the port it arrives at, and the date of landing. The immi- 
grant should be instructed, by means of a circular, to retain the 
certificate for presentation when applying for naturalization papers. 

A record of the facts stated in the said circular as to each immigrant, 
to be known as an immigrant directory, should be kept for each fiscal 
year by the Bureau of Immigration. An act of Congress authorizing 
such a course of procedure and requiring of the alien presenting him- 
self for naturalization to produce such a certificate or a duplicate from 
the immigrant directory would facilitate the work of the courts and go 
reptile preventing the issuance of fraudulent naturalization papers 
in future. 

The alien himself would find a certificate of that character of great 
benefit should he leave this country temporarily before becoming a 
citizen. It would identify him on returning, and, taken in connection 
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with his “ first papers,” would assist in establishing his identity abroad. 
Such a certificate, on being presented to a hospital, dispensary, or other 
charitable institution, would be evidence that the holder was not an 
impostor and that he did not illegally gain admittance to the United 
States. It would also enable the keeper of such an institution to keep 
an accurate record of the person sheltered or treated. 


IMMIGRATION THROUGH CANADA. 


By reference to Table No. 1, it will be seen that the total arrivals at 
Canadian ports of European and Asiatic immigrants destined to the 
United States aggregated 10,737, or 91 in excess of those arriving for 
the year ended June 30, 1897, which, in turn, exceeded the arrivals 
during the year next preceding by 1,725. This calculation includes the 
immigration from the Orient by way of Victoriaand Vancouver, British 
Columbia, the variations of which are controlled by different circum. 
stances from those affecting trans-Atlantic immigration. A more sug- 
estive comparison, therefore, is that of arrivals at Atlantic ports for 
each of the fiscal years under consideration, thus—

showing an increase for the past year of 802, or 12+ per cent. 

There is reason to believe, moreover, that these figures only represent 
in part the actual increase of trans-Atlantic immigration to this country 
through the territory of our northern neighbor, for many, doubtless, 
who have reason to feel uncertain as to their ability to pass the exam- 
ination by an established staff of interpreters, inspectors, and other 
officials at the landing port, are listed on the steamship manifests simply 
to Canada, with the ostensible purpose of settling there, but actually 
. cherishing the design of crossing to the United States at some point 
where the lack: of facilities for a strict inspection will diminish the 
chances of their rejection. The only doubt entertained upon this pomt 
relates to the number which by this means annually effect an entry; 
but, omitting consideration of this point, the figures above quoted, 
showing an increase of 12 per cent in immigration by this route during 
a year which exhibits a small diminution in the aggregate arrivals and 
decreases at the ports of Postar. New York, and Philadelphia, respect- 
ively, of about 1,000, 1,800, and 2,500, suygest the possibility that the 
more effective inspec tion at the ports of this country is producing a 
countercurrent, presumably of the most objectionable immigrants, 
through a channel offering comparatively less obstruction. 

One of the most serious obstacles to an efficient administration of 
the immigration laws is the long northern boundary line between this 
country and Canada. As a means of overcoming, or at least lessening, 
this obstruction, commissioners of immigration, with adequate forces 
of interpreters, inspectors, etc., have, under an agreement between the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the Canadian transportation companies, 
been stationed at the ports of entry on the Canadian seacoast, for the 
purpose of examining immigrants arriving at such ports and destined 
to the United States. To those adjudged admissible, certificates to 
that effect are given, to be subsequently taken up by immigrant and 
customs inspectors at such points along our northern boundary as the 
holders thereof shall elect to enter this country. All others are refused 
such certificates, but of course can not be returned to their own coun- 
tries and may remain in Canada, and subsequently enter the United 
States at any point on the border which is not on the regular line of 
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travel between the two countries, thus evading inspection officers. 
That such violations of the law occur there can be no doubt, both on the 
ground of reasonable probability and upon actual evidence of the fact, 
nor is there doubt, upon similar grounds, that their frequency bears an 
exact proportion to the efficiency of the examination maintained at our 
own ports, and that they will continue to increase as the laws are more 
carefully and successfully enforced here. 

Inspector Watchorn’s special report, before referred to, says upon 
this subject: 

It is the popular belief in provincial England that those who are not beyond 
doubt outside of the prohibited classes can pass muster by evasion and reservation 
when being examined by the United States immigration inspectors; and when eva- 
sion and reservation are not considered quite effective, there is always a8 way open 
via Canada. Indeed, one energetic agent boldly declared that anyone who really 


wanted to go to America could scarcely be kept out, no matter how vigilant the 
United States immigrant authorities may be. 


The only remedy that suggests itself is the enactment of suitable 
legislation by Congress authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
designate certain points along the border separating us from the 
Dominion to be the sole ports of entry to this country of trans-Atlantic 
and trans-Pacific immigrants, and of all Canadians who shall not have 
resided in Canada for at least five years prior to their migration to 
this country. It would be possible under such a provision to abolish 
the present official stations on Canadian soil and transfer the officials 
now so placed to this side of the boundary, locating them at such points 
as the Secretary shall designate, as above stated, where buildings 
could be erected for the accommodation of immigrants pending exam- 
ination, as at the seaports of the United States.

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The foregoing report of receipts and expenditures shows a net bal- 
ance on hand at the close of the year of $254,871.05. This amount 
exhibits a gain, as compared with the funds on hand when the last 
report was made, of $50,830.15. It also appears that whereas the 
expenditures tor the enforcement of the immigration laws during the 

fiscal year ended June 30, 1897, exceeded the receipts by $42,157.52, 
for the year just concluded there is a surplus above expenses on the 
same account of &82,264.44. This is due partly to a systematizing of 
the work resultant from additional experience, aud partly to the fact 
that no part of this fund has been diverted to the erection of buildings 
and the construction of permanent improvements; but this surplus 
should not be assumed as evidence that the fund is in excess of the 
legitimate and useful, even indispensable, expenditures required by an 
intelligent and effective administration of the laws or of the fulfillment 
of the purposes for which they were enacted. There are, moreover, 
always to be provided for temporary emergencies, such as the cessation 
of an income from the head tax consequent upon a check in immigra- 
tion occasioned by war, or by strict quarantine regulations to prevent 
the introduction of an epidemic disease. The lack of funds in such an 
event would either compel a resort, to Congress for an appropriation 
from the public funds or, still worse, the partial disbanding of the 
immigration officials and the disorganization of a system which has 
been built up with much pains and at considerable expense, and which 
it would take years to replace. 

As intimated elsewhere in this report, the head tax should rather be 
increased so as to furnish a fund sufficient to enlarge the Bureau’s ope- 
rations to their full capacity for usefulness in protecting American 
citizens from disease, taxpayers from the imposition of unjust burdens, 
the hospitals, charitable, and penal institutions from an intlux of aliens, 

native producers from unjust competition, and the social and political 
institutions of the country trom demoralization by the corrupt citizens 
of other countries. 

The appropriation of 100,000 for the enforcement of the alien con- 
tract labor laws, as appears from the accompanying table of expenses, 
ete., has sufticed for the year, and a balance remained amounting to 
$21,933, 35. 


IMMIGRANT STATIONS. 


The reports from the commissioners at the various immigrant sta- 
tions at the principal seaports of the country, show that, assisted by 
competent, if in some instances numerically insufficient, corps of offi- 
cials, they are successfully entoreing the laws and at the same time 

maintaining pleasant, and theretore mutually helpful, relations with the 
transportation lines engaged in bringing immigrants to this country. 

It is but just to refer especially to the conduct of the station at the 
port of New York with commendation. In consequence of the destruc- 
tion by fire of the buildings on Ellis Island shortly before the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year just completed, the entire force was removed to 
the very inconvenient and cramped accommodations of the old Barge 
Office. In order to find room for those who were absolutely indispensa- 
ble, many were necessarily dismissed, thus reducing the force at the 
commissioner’s disposal to the lowest number consistent with reasona- 
ble safety. This force had to be reorganized to suit the new conditions, 
every detail of the work had to be performed as before—medical exam- 
ination, inspection by immigrant officials, hospital care, food, and 
accommodation for those detained pending examination, together with 
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the numberless details arising in the course of such work. Under these 
adverse circumstances the work has progressed uninterruptedly and 
satisfactorily. 

One of the chief difficulties, the disposition of immigrants who were 
detained for examination as to their right to land, was met by charter- 
ing the steamboat Narragansett of the Providence and Stonington Line, 
temporarily out of commission. This vessel was altered to adapt it to 
the use intended, was furnished completely, and was fitted up with 
apparatus for heat, water, and lighting, and moored to the wharf at 
Ellis Island, where it furnishes ample sleeping accommodation for 
800 immigrants, and quarters for matron, physician, and necessary 
attendants. 

Herewith is given the report of the Marine Hospital surgeon at New 
York, from which may be seen the method and system observed at our 
principal port of entry in examining immigrants, as well for the pur- 
pose of giving them the care which considerations of humanity dictate 
as for the purpose of protecting American citizens from disease, and the 
community as far as practicable from an influx of gross immorality.

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the report of the immigrant hospital for 
the year ending June 30, 1898, together with the report of the work of our medical 
examiners and our financial exhibit for the same period. 

The number of immigrants requiring hospital treatment has been about {the same 
as for the past two or three years, namely, two-thirds of 1 per cent of the total immi- 
gration at this port. 

Our death rate of 3.09 per cent still shows the same low average as in former years. 

Three hundred and ninety-six immigrants have been deported upon medical certifi- 
cate. This shows a very large increase over former years and is mainly due to the 
detection and deportation of so many cases of favas and trachoma during the year. 

The present arrangement for the care of sick immigrants in contract hospitals under 
the care of a medical officer of this service is the best method possible under existing 
circumstances, But it hus many disagreeable and unsatisfactory features, which can 
not be eliminated. It is therefore earnestly hoped that for the best interests of the 
service the building of the new hospital on Ellis Island be pushed to completion with 
all practicable speed. 

Under our present arrangement, of having our hospital in Brooklyn, our detained 
immigrants on steamship Narragansett at Ellis Island, and our examining service at 
the Barge Office, the small force of the medical division has been obliged to exert 
itself to its utmost in order to keep up the work of the division, and even then it 
could not have been successfully accomplished were it not for the fact that not one 
day has been lost by reason of sickness among the entire staff during the year. 

i wish to take this opportunity to express my appreciation of the thorough per- 
formance of his duty by each member of the statf of this division.

Sir: Herewith is respectfully submitted a report of the operations of 
the Burean of Immigration for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1899. 

From the accompanying tables may be seen, as per their respective 
titles, the total number of steerage immigrants admitted at the ports 
of the United States, as well as those who have arrived at the ports of 
Canada and, upon their declarations as to their intention to come to 
this country, have received the usual certificates of admission. ‘The 
figures given are, however, not conclusive as to the exact number of 
immigrants, though substantially so as to trans-oceanic ones, for some 
who profess to be destined to Canada either remain in this country upon 
discharge from the immigrant stations at the ports of arrival, selling 
the unused coupons on the railroad tickets exhibited to corroborate 
their alleged destination, or speedily return here from the Dominion. 

There is also a large number of immigrants who come as cabin pas- 
sengers, a8 to whom the Bureau has as yet been unable to secure the 
information called for by the questions contained in the lists prescribed 
by the act of March 3, 1893. This is due in large part to the idea that 
an essential feature of the immigrant is that he should be too poor or 
too indifferent to comfort to travel otherwise than in the steerage, as 
well as to the actual or supposed resentment of cabin passengers— 
whether immigrants or tourists—at being subjected to the alleged indig- 
nity of replying to those questions which the steerage passenger’s con- 
dition is too humble to enable him to resist successfully. 

Of such arrivals in this country during the period to which this report 
relates there were 25,000 who intended to remain here and who would 
have been classified as immigrants had they traveled in the steerage.

As regards the distribution of arrivals among the several ports of 
entry in this country and Canada, it appears from Table I that at Can- 
adian ports there was an increase as compared with the figures shown 
in the last annual report of the Bureau of 3,116, or 29 per cent, while 
the arrivals for the same period at ports of the United States show an 
excess of 79,300, or 36 per cent. The increase at Canadian ports is 
confined to those of the Atlantic coast, Vancouver and Victoria exhib- 
iting a decrease of 1,090, or 42 per cent, and the Atlantic ports an 
increase of 4,206, or 57 per cent. The Pacific ports of the United States 
show increases at Portland, Oreg., of 849, and at San Francisco of 
2,492, or more than double the immigration at said port during the fiscal 
year 1898.

As to the countries which contributed to the total of 311,715, Table II 
shows that those of Europe supplied 297,349; of Asia, 8,972; of Africa, 
51; and of all other countries, 5,343. The increases, as compared with 
the numbers for 1898, were, from Europe, 79,563; from Asia, 335; from 
Africa, 3; and from all other countries, 2,515. Omitting consideration 
of those countries showing comparatively small variations from the 
usual annual immigration, attention is directed to the arrivals from 
Austria-Hungary, the Russian Empire and Finland, and Italy, which 
show, respectively, increases of 22,694, 31,154, and 18,806, or 57 per cent, 
104 per cent, and 32 per cent. 

The system of tabulation of statistical reports has, as will be observed, 
been altered, so that, while perhaps requiring the exercise of more care 
in instituting comparison with the figures given in the tables accom- 
panying former reports, yet it is believed will furnish information of 
more practical utility in regard to the character of immigration than 
was obtainable heretofore. Thus, in addition to showing the recent geo- 
graphical or political origin of aliens who come to this country to settle, 
there is shown also the distinctive race to which they respectively 
belong, using the word “race” in its popular rather than in its strict 
ethnological sense; so that, from an experience of the distinguishing 
occupations of each race, its moral, mental, and physical characteristics, 
and their development under American institutions, a basis may be 

~—formed for estimating its effect upon the population and industries of 
the United States. From this aspect an Englishman does not lose his 
race characteristics by coming from South Africa, a German his by com- 
ing from France, or a Hebrew his, though he come from any country on 
the globe. 

There has been retained, however, a classification according to coun- 
tries of origin, with some slight changes, by means of which # com- 
parison may be made with similar statistical reports of former years. 
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Of the races sending above 5,000 and less than 10,000, there are the 
Croatian and Slovenian, the Finnish and the Lithuanian; those send- 
ing 10,000 or more, but under 20,000, are the English, the northern 
Italian, and the Slovak; between 20,000 and 30,000, the German, the 
Polish, and the Scandinavian; between 30,000 and 40,000, the Hebrew 
(or Jewish) and the Irish; between 50,000 and 60,000, none; and above 
the latter number the southern Italians, including the Sicilians, reaching 
the figure of 65,639. 

As illustrating the merit of the present system of reporting the race 
of immigrants, attention is directed to Table II, which shows that the 
arrivals for the fiscal year 1898 from the Russian Empire and Finland 
aggregated 29,828. The assumption would naturally be that these are 
Finns and Russians; what they actually were is unknown. The same 
table shows that for the year under consideration 60,952 reached the 
United States from the same country, but uncertainty as to the races 
which contributed to this number is removed by referring to Table IV, 
appearing farther on in this report, from which it will be seen that this 
total is composed of the following elements:

Referring again to Table II, the immigration from Poland for the year 
1898 is stated to be 4,726, and for the past year none; whereas it will be 
seen from Table IV that there actually arrived in the United States 
during the fiscal year 1899, 28,466 Poles. These came not only from 
the Russian Empire and Austria-Hungary, between which the former 
Kingdom of Poland was absorbed, but also from Belgium, the German 
Empire, Roumania, the United Kingdom, and other countries. Thus 
the actual arrival of Poles is shown instead of the immigration from 
the limits of old Poland, which was doubtless composed only in part of 
Poles, and which failed also to show members of that race migrating 
from other countries. 

From Table III it appears that the total immigration was divided as 
to sex into 195,277 males and 116,438 females. As to age there were 
43,983 under 14 years old, 248,187 from 14 to 45, and 19,545 who had 
reached 45 years orover. As toilliteracy, 60,416 could neither read nor 
write, and 1,022 could read but were unable to write. Of those who 
brought $30 or over there were 39,071, while 174,613 brought less 
than that amount, and the total amount of money exhibited to inspec- 
tion officers was 85,414,462. There were relieved in hospital 2,028, and 
returned within one year after being landed in the United States 263. 
The following will show the comparison between statistics of the 
debarred for the years 18938 and 1899:

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Examination of the foregoing tables, showing by races the occupations 
of immigrants and their destinations among the various States and Terri- 
tories of the Union, will result in throwing much light upon the subjects, 
though it is to be borne in mind that the occupations and destinations 
given by aliens upon arrival are not always conclusive upon those points, 
since the conditions in this country are such as admit of the frequent 
and easy transfer of persons from one place and pursuit to others that 
may seem more congenial or profitable. 

The chief point of interest, however, is the one referred to in previous 
reports, i.e., the tendency of the inmigration to those States in which 
great cities are located, and the natural inference that aliens congest at 
the great centers of population. This suggests the importance of con- 
certed measures by the various States and municipalities looking to the 
distribution, in conformity with the laws of demand and supply, of 
foreign arrivals, both for the purpose of securing Jabor where it can be 
successfully utilized,and to avoid those dangers which menace the peace 
and good order of communities from the aggregation of unoccupied or 
nonproducing peoples, particularly where the latter are alien in race, 
language, and habits to those among whom they have come to live. 


ALIEN CONTRACT LABORERS. 


The number of ahens who have been rejected during the year as 
endeavoring to obtain admittance in violation of the provisions of the 
act approved February 26, 1885, commonly known as the alien contract 
labor law, was 741, an increase of 324, or 77 per cent, over the figures 
for the next preceding year; and, suggestive as this increase is, it is 
believed that: it only in small part represents the actual arrivals of immi- 
grants who have presented themselves at portsof the United States in 
pursuance of assurances of work given them prior to their embarka- 
tion. The excess has been permitted to land because the evidence 
against them, while sufticient in many cases to justify the presumption 
that they had come in violation of law, was deemed insufficient to war- 
rant their rejection. It will be readily perceived that, inasmuch as a 
knowledge of the circumstances in such cases is confined almost exclu- 
sively to the contractor, upon whom a severe penalty is imposed, and 
the immigrant, who is subject to immediate deportation should the 
facts transpire, it is well-nigh impossible to obtain proof of such 
violations. 

Congress, wisely recognizing this difficulty and foreseeing that under 
the law of evidence governing the courts the benign purposes of the 
act would be defeated, as legal proof would in nearly every case be 
unattainable, conferred upon the Department jurisdiction, exclusive of 
the courts, to determine the admissibility of immigrants. Doubtless 
this measure has greatly aided in attaining the design of the alien 
contract labor law and protecting our American laborers and artisans 
- from competition on the part of aliens, not only by insuring the rejec- 
tion of such aliens on arrival in this country, but also bv its deterrent 
effect upon those who might otherwise be tempted by the prospect of 
improved conditions and larger wages than they can obtain in their 
own country to accept offers which sometimes arise from a purpose to 
unduly reduce the amount paid to American citizens. For the fore- 
going reason suits against contractors fur recovery of the penalty 
imposed by the act can rarely be maintained successfully and are there- 
fore rarely instituted in proportion to the number of deportations on 
this account. In.addition to the difficulty of obtaining evidence to 
convict contractors may be mentioned the rule which prescribes a 
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strict construction of statutes which are penal in nature, and the con- 
sequent decision of the court that the words “bring into” or “land” 
and their equivalents, used in the various acts, refer to the actual 
admission of the alien contracted for, and therefore that, should the 
inspection officers detect such alien and reject him,as the law requires, 
the contractor, however conclusive the evidence of his attempt to 
violate the law, can not be found guilty and punished. Appropriate 
legislation is recommended to correct this manifest defect in the pres- 
ent law. 

It has been found that in the attempt to secure evidence of the exist- 
ence of @ promise or assurance of work in this country given to an alien 
prior to his migration hither, investigation at the ultimate destination 
of such alien has been the most efficacious resort. This has been 
attempted on a few occasions only, as the officials of the Bureau located 
at the ports of entry are restricted in number and the increased arrivals 
have made their presence at their official stationsindispensable. More- 
over, the qualifications for a successful investigation of this nature are 
not such as are possessed or required by the inspectors at the ports, 
but are those which distinguish a good police inspector or detective. 
Authority, therefore, should be conferred upon the Bureau to secure the 
services of a suitable number of such officers to act under and report 
directly to it, with official headquarters in Washington, in order that by 
them inquiries involving the exercise of tact and discretion, as well as 
of courage and perseverance, may be conducted at the centers of min- 
ing, manufacturing, and other industrial pursuits, to which the occa- 
sional influx of large numbers of aliens, holding prepaid tickets and 
otherwise exhibiting indubitable evidence of having at their homes 
abroad perfected plans to secure work at once on arrival in the United 
States, afford the strongest moral conviction of wholesale violations of 
the law. 

The past year has been fruitful of such cases, particularly of immi- 
gration to States where industrial disputes between labor and its em. 
ployers were in progress, and deportations for violations of the law 
have been made from [owa, Illinois, and Pennsylvania as a result of 
following suspected aliens to their destination, while in other States, 
principally for the lack of such officials as those above-mentioned, the 
investigations have resulted merely in obtaining strong presumptive 
evidence, not proof, of successful importations of foreign labor under - 
contract, resulting in some instances in the complete displacement of 
native workmen. 

It seems appropriate to refer, while on this subject, to the increasing 
immigration of Japanese, of the class known as “ coolies,” at the Pacitic 
ports. Evidence is in the possession of the Bureau of the existence of 
an elaborate and ingenious system by means of which this class, whose 
apparent skill in the arts of evasion, coupled with the difficulty of 
securing interpreters other than such as are themselves natives of 
Japan, renders their examination by the United States officials pecul- 
larly difficult, are brought over under contract made through agents 
in the principal cities on the Pacific coast to work under contractors for 
various kinds of construction in which cheap and unskilled labor can 
be utilized. Present indications point to a steadily increasing immi- 
gration of this character, and means should be provided to tollow it to 
its final destination for the purpose of ascertaining, if possible, whether 
it is in violation of law. 

As will appear upon referring to the accompanying statement of 
receipts and disbursements, the sum of $87,725.08 was expended of the 
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$100,000 appropriated by Congress for the enforcement of the alien 
contract labor laws, leaving a balance of $12,274.92. The existence of 
an unexpended balance should not be taken as an indication that the 
amount of the appropriation was in excess of the outlay required by a 
strict enforcement of the provisions of the law, for, in fact, the reverse 
is the case, but as a further illustration of the necessity of suitable 
legislation authorizing the assigument to the Bureau of officers who 
are competent to make inquiries of the nature indicated above, and 
thus insure not simply the use of all of such appropriation as may be 
made for the enforcement of the alien contract labor law, but the 
greatest practicable returns for the expenditure thereof actually made, 
in the way of accomplishing the purposes of the acts and securing the 
protection of American labor from the evil effects of unfair competition 
with the low-priced work of aliens. 


DISEASED IMMIGRANTS, 


Attention is again called to the importation of diseased persons and 
the necessity for more stringeut methods to check this growing evil. 
Recognizing the danger to which such arrivals exposed the people of 
this country and entertaining doubts, in view of the largely increased 
immigration of this character as to the competency or carefulness of 
the medical inspection at the foreign ports of embarkation, instructions 
were given to the Commissioners of Immigration at the ports of landing 
to report to the Bureau each case, accompanied by an expression of 
opinion by the United States Marine Hospital surgeon in charge as to 
whether the disease could have been detected by the exercise of reason- 
able care on the part of the examining medical officer of the transpor- 
tation company. Such reports were made regularly for several months, 
and almost without exception it was certified that the disease could 
have been detected with reasonable care by the surgeon whose duty it 
was to make the physical examination of applicants for transportation 
to this country. The transportation line upon whose vessels such dis- 
eased aliens arrived was in each instance notified of the occurrence and 
of the opinion of the United States Marine Hospital surgeon and was 
informed that as the obvious purpose of the law—the protection of the 
citizens of the United States from contagion—was defeated by the 
mere contact during the voyage of the diseased alien with others under 
conditions most favorable to the propagation of the disease and the 
consequent probability of its development after the landing of appar- 
ently healthy aliens, action would be instituted against it in each future 
case under section 6 of the act approved March 3, 1891. A large num- 
ber of such suits were subsequently instituted, as the evil complained 
of continued unabated, but were dismissed upon the ground that the 
penalty imposed for bringing aliens of the forbidden classes to this 
country, even such as suftered with contagious diseases, applied only 
to such cases as were actually admitted by the inspection officers. 
Here again there is urgent need of amendatory legislation. 

From Table II] it appears that 348 aliens were deported on account 
of having contagious diseases. These were chiefly deported from the 
port of New York, where the great bulk of immigrants land and where 
the medical service is morethoroughly organized and operated than the 
funds available under the restrictions imposed by the immigration laws 
render possible at the lesser ports, through which diseased aliens may 
with less difficulty secure admission. From the report of Dr. Williams, 
the medical officer in charge of the New York station, which is hereto 
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attached, it will be seen that of the 348 persons deported on the account 
under consideration, 36 were returned from said port having favus and 
298 having trachoma, leaving only 14 as the total excluded from other 
ports or from New York with other contagious diseases. 

By comparing these figures with those given upon the same subject 
in the last annual report, a falling off in the number of deportations on 
account of favus will be observed, but the increase in the number of 
trachoma cases, notwithstanding the most strenuous efforts on the part 
of the Bureau to check the abuse, was from 110 to 298—nearly three- 
fold. Considering the gravity of the disease and its frequent destruc- 
tion of vision, the evil is one that requires vigorous measures to avoid 
the risk to which the influx of aliens thus afflicted exposes the people 
of this country. 

As a means of accomplishing the desired end the recommendation 
made in the last annual report that physicians representing this Gov- 
ernment be stationed at the foreign ports of embarkation tor the pur- 
pose of examining into the physical condition of aliens who are about 
to embark for the United States is reiterated. Experience of the abil- 
ity and energy of the surgeons of the United States Marine Hospital 
Service leaves no room to doubt that, should they be assigned to such 
duty, but few cases of this dangerous disease would be permitted to 
embark, and that, besides accomplishing the most important object of 
preventing the introduction of trachoma, the delay and trouble and 
uncertainty incident to examination at the ports of the United States, 
where limited accommodations and an ever increasing and continuous 
flow of arrivals necessitates a degree of expedition not always consist- 
ent with thoroughness, would be avoided. 

As an evidence ot the practical value of such inspection abroad, a 
report was made since the close of the year to which this refers, by Dr. 
Victor G. Heiser, assistant United States Marine’ Hospital surgeon, 
formerly located at New York station, trom Naples, Italy, showing that 
within the brief space of two days he had rejected on one vessel bound 
tor New York 4 cases of trachoma, and on another, 19 cases. (See pp. 
1245-46, Public Health Reports of August 4, 1899.) 

As regards the distribution among the races of those deported on 
account of being afflicted with loathsome or dangerous contagious dis- 
eases, Table III discloses the following:

IMMIGRATION THROUGH CANADA. 


Referring to the previously reported decrease of immigration through 
Victoria and Vancouver, the following table shows the arrivals of aliens 
at the eastern ports of Canada who admit their purpose of coming direct 
to the United States:

This immigration, though !argely in excess of the ratio of increase at 
American ports, it is feared represents only a part of the number 
actually coming by such route into the United States. Evidence too 
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voluminous to reproduce here accumulates from day to day to confirm 
the views expressed in the last report, and no room remains for reason- 
able doubt that ander the present system efforts to enforce the laws aud 
regulations are in a great measure nullified by the open door through 
the Dominion and across our northern boundary lines. 

Contract laborers have passed in at American ports, traveled to Can- 
ada, their alleged destination, and immediately returned to the United 
States without difficulty. Croatian immigrants in one case, who were 
captured and returned to Europe for violating the provisions of the 
alien contract labor laws, alleged that they had adopted this plan to 
avoid rigid examination, having been informed of the absence of impedi- 
ments to entry through Canada. 

The Commissioner of Immigration at the port of New York reports as 
a frequent occurrence the recognition of aliens on the streets of that 
city by the officials who had assisted in their deportation. 

Repeated instances have occurred of deportation of aliens, who, 
after rejection at a port of this country, had secured entrance by 
returning through Canada; and, becoming public charges after such 
entrance, have been returned to their own country at the expense of 
the immigrant fund. 

There are practically no rejections of diseased persons at Canadian 
ports, and entirely trustworthy information comes to the Bureau from 
time to time through official sources that’ both immigrants and agents 
of transportation companies regard the route via the Dominion ports 
as devoid of every obstruction to the easy entry of the United States 
by even the most diseased, pauperized, or otherwise objectionable immmi- 
grants. The above figures demonstrate the correctness of that view. 
The Bureau, therefore, can not too strongly reiterate its recommen- 
dations of a year ago, and urge that the immigration officials now 
stationed at Canadian ports be withdrawn and located at certain 
designated points on our northern boundary, thrvugh which alone 
should aliens be admitted. This would concentrate the available offi- 
cers now distributed at the ports of our northern neighbor «und scat- 
tered along the border, and, without causing an unreasonable delay 
of travel, enable the Bureau to establish border stations which would 
be as efficient as those at our principal seaports. 


SEPARATE IMMIGRATION AND CUSTOMS SERVICE. 


In this connection attention is again called to the necessity of an 
absolute divorce of the officials of this Bureau from the customs service. 
Daily experiences furnish proof that the union is an unnatural one, sub- 
stituting for customs service, in place of an officer trained therein, 
another who has but little or no knowledge of it—a wrong to that 
branch of the service—and withdrawing from the performance of his 
duties an official especially appointed therefor. The time has passed 
when it was assumed that anybody could discharge sufficiently well the 
work of an inspector, and each branch of the public service has its own 
officers to whose success it is indispensable that he should not divide 
his occupation and responsibilities between duties of a totally different 
nature. Perhaps the ease with which our Canadian boundary line is 
crossed is due in part to this amalgamation, for the policy of assigning 
immigration officials to the supervision and control of collectors of cus- 
toms prevails most extensively along that border. and elsewhere inspec- 
tors of immigration are rarely required to act as customs officers. 
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IMMIGRATION, EMIGRATION, AND NATURALIZATION, 


The views expressed in the last annual report as to the expediency 
of enlarging the scope of the Bureau’s operations so as to embrace a 
record of the departure of aliens, thereby rendering it possible to form 
an estimate of the net annual increase of our population from this 
source, are repeated, as are those also which urged legislation providing 
for such a use of the data obtained by the Bureau on the admission 
of aliens to this country as would effectually prevent the abuse of our 
naturalization laws. As regards the latter point embarrassment has 
repeatedly been caused during the year by aliens—it is believed fraud- 
ulently—securing citizens’ papers and claiming the custody, as of right, 
of their alleged families, such action being taken by them after the 
latter had been refused a landing upon the ground that they were 
among those expressly excluded by law. 

‘ By this means American citizenship, which should be regarded as a 
privilege to be sought from motives of patriotism and fidelity to the 
principles of the Constitution, is secured solely to defeat the operation 
of the immigration laws and to secure the landing of diseased, pauper- 
ized, or immoral aliens. Whether or not such a practice threatens the 
stability of our institutions by destroying that respect for them which 
is the only guaranty for their defense when in peril, certain it is that 
the laxity which prevails in accepting as evidence of the right to citi- 
zenship the statements of those whose purpose to make voters out- 
weighs all other considerations, if unchecked, will in time impose upon 
the people of the United States the burden of many of the most objec- 
tionable citizens of foreign countries whom it is the express purpose of 
the immigration laws to exclude. 

The necessity tor the exercise of great care in sifting, with an eye 
single to the protection of American people and institutions, the vast 
number of arrivals from every country on the globe, who desire to live 
here and profit by the good order and business prosperity which pre- 
vail under our forms of State and Federal government, is illustrated by 
daily experiences. To cite but one of many such, attention is directed 
to the killing of aliens by local mobs and riots and the undenied claims 
which the countries of their allegiance press for indemnity for the con- 
sequent damage alleged to have been sustained by their families, thus 
creating a condition in which this Government becomes a guarantor of 
the security of those who come here solely for their own interests and 
placing them in this respect in a position superior to that occupied by 
American citizens, 

AS an essay at meeting this difficulty, it does not appear out of place 
to suggest that an alien on his arrival should be required to state if it 
is his purpose ultimately to renounce allegiance to his own country and 
become a United States citizen. If he answers in the affimative the 

' fact should be entered of record to be used at the expiration of the 
required five years of residence here in verifying his asserted right to 
naturalization papers. If he declares that it is not his intention to 
become naturalized he should be required to state his purppse in coming 
to this country, which fact should also be recorded. In either case the 
greatest care should be exercised in ascertaining his fitness to land. 
The naturalization of aliens, which should be one of the most important 
tunctions of somebody, is now left to nobody until the alien himself thinks 
fit, or some politician who expects to think and vote for him believes he 
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should become a citizen. Then the courts are appealed to, but no other 
tribunal has anything to do or say in the matter. 


IMMIGRATION TO HAWAII. 


By the terms of the joint resolution approved July 7, 1898, annexing 
the Hawaiian Islands to the United States, it was.declared that, until 
Congress otherwise provided, all the laws of said islands then in force 
should so continue, except that the Federal statutes in relation to 
the exclusion of Chinese, with the enforcement of which this Bureau 
is not charged, should be extended thereto. Realizing the danger to 
which the United States would be exposed should the Territory ot 
Hawaii become the dumping ground of aliens not admissible to this 
country, the following bill was prepared and introduced simultaneously 
at the session following the passage of the resolution of annexation, in 
both the House and Senate: 


AN ACT To extend the anticontract-labor laws of the United States to Hawaii. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Honse of Representatives of the United States of 
almerica in Congress assembled, That all the laws and reculations of the United States 
now in foree in regard to immigration, including the act approved August third, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-two, entitled, “An Aet to regulate immivration,” the 
act approved February twenty-sixth, eighteen hundred and eighty-tive. entitled 
“An Act to prohibit the importation and immigration of foreigners and aliens under 
contract or agreement to perform labor in the United States, its Territories, and the 
Distriet of Columbia,” the act approved Mareh third, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
one, entitled “An Act in amendment to the varions acts relative to immigration and 
the importation of aliens under contract or avreement to perform labor,” the act 
approved March third, eighteen hundred and ninety-three, entitled “An Act to facili- 
tate the enforcement of the immigration and contract-labor Inws of the United 
States.” and all acts amendatory thereof and supplementary thereto; and the acts 
to prohibit the coming of Chinese persons into the United States, approved May 
fifth, eighteen hundred and ninety-two, and November third, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-three, are hereby extended to and over the island of Hawaii and all adjacent 
islands aud waters of the islinds ceded to the United States by the Government of 
Hawaii and accepted by joint resolution of Congress, approved July seventh, eighteen 
hundred and ninetyv-eicht, so tar as such Jaws may be applicable. 

Sec. 2. That immivrant stations, with a sufthcient number of officials, shall be 
established at such places in the said islands as, after due investigation, the Com- 
missioner-General of Tmmicration shall direct. 

Sec. 38. That all expenses incnrred in the enforcement of this act shall be paid 
from the permanent appropriation, “expenses reculating imiigration ” except those 
arising in the enforcement of the act of February twenty-sixth, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-tive, hereinbefore mentioned, and the acts amendatory thereof and sup- 
plementary thereto. 


This bill was not passed, nor was anything done by Congress to alter 
the municipal legislation of the Hawaiian Islands on this subject. 

Cnoflicial information received by the Bureau indieates the intro- 
duction into said Territory since July 7, 1898, of not less than 25,000 
Japanese coolies under contract to work on the sugar plantations, 
besides an unknown nninber of Portuguese and Italians; and, in con- 
firmation of the accompanying news item, a prominent member of the 
Territorial government is in Italy arranging with the Government of 
that Kingdom for the wholesale importation into Hawaii of the Italian 
peasants. 

San FRANCISCO, June 3.—The steamer Alameda, from Honoluln May 26, brings 
word that at a mecting of the planters if was decided to accept the proposal of the 
Italian Government for liuborers on the same terms as those imported from the Portu- 
guese colonies from time totime, It has been decided by the cabinet and the board 
of immigration that the uportation of aliens shonld be allowed with a single pro- 
vision that the laborers shall come from the northern provinces of Italy and be of 
the peasant class. 

In view of the indiscriminate introduction into a Territory of the 
United States of the lowest classes of aliens, it may be apprehended 
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that difficulties will hereafter arise from their attempt to enter our ports, 
and suitable legislation is recommended to authorize the examination 
and rejection of aliens reaching our shores from ports of the Territory 
of Hawaii, though resident therein, as is now done in the case of aliens 
coming from foreign countries. 


CUBA, PORTO RICO, AND THE PHILIPPINES. 


In striking contrast to the conditions prevailing in the Territory of 
Hawaii, the islands now held under the rules of military occupation 
have been subjected to the immigration laws and regulations by action 
ot the Secretary of War. While this Bureau has no jurisdiction over 
said islands, and therefore has no hand in the enforcement therein of 
. the said laws, it believes that they are administered with commendable 
care and success, and that, as a consequence, hereafter when the islands 
have established civil governments, the handling of immigration thereto 
and especially therefrom to the United States, will be relieved of many 
of the embarrassments which must arise in the administration of our 
laws from the recent territorial acquirements of this Government. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE LAWS. 


The Bureau again recommends the repeal of the provision in section 
1 of the act approved August 3, 1882, which reads: “That no greater 
sum shall be expended for the purposes hereinbefore mentioned, at any 
port, than shall have been collected at such port,” so that a sufficient 
sum may be available to enforce the law properly at every port. 

Section 2 of the act approved March 3, 1891, should also be amended, 
substituting for the words “as by law provided” the words ‘as provided 
by an amendment to the alien contract labor law contained in the deti- 
ciency bill approved October 19, 1888 (25 Stat., L., 565).”) This would 
remove the doubt which has been entertained as to the anthority of 
the Department to deport any other aliens here in violation of law than 
such as have gained an entrance contrary to the provisions of the acts 
of February 26, 1885, and February 23, 1887, known as the alien con- 
tract labor laws. | 

In view of the large number who become public charges or itnmates 
of penal or reformatory institutions and thus doubly burdens upon the 
public, it is further recommended that the term of one year within 
which it is now provided an alien may be deported who becomes a 
public charge subsequent to landing be extended to five years, and 
that the expense of deportation at any time during the additional four 
years be so apportioned as to charge the immigrant fund with the cost 
of the ocean transportation, leaving all other incidental outlay to be 
defrayed by the persons or municipality seeking relief from the burden 
of providing for the alien who is deported. 

Attention is particularly directed to the difficulty of securing correct 
manifests of all alien passengers, hereinbefore referred to, as well as to 
the tendency of the courts to restrict and narrow the application of the 
immigration laws, and it is strongly recommended that amendatory acts 
be passed to correct the evils resulting therefrom. Thus, it is at present 
virtually impossible to obtain the lists prescribed by section 2 of the 
act of March 3, 1893, except of such as travel in thé steerage. This not 
only lessens the chance of detecting infringements of the law by cabin 
passengers, but has, besides, induced the most objectionable class of 
aliens to secure cabin transportation as a means of escaping the vigi- 
lance of the inspection officers, which can be effectively exercised as to 
steerage passengers by reason of the lists or manitests containing com-

plete information as to each person named therein. In order to correct 
this evil, the following circular was issued, and efforts—thus far unsuc- 
cesstul—were made to enforce it: 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT, BUREAU OF IMMIGRATION, 
Washington, D. C., October 8, 1898. 
To Commissioners of Immigration, Collectors of Customa, and 
all other officers having authority to enforce United States immigration laws: 

In accordance with the provisions of section 1 of the act of March 3, 1893, you are 
hereby directed to require of all steamsbip companies and masters of vessels bringing 
alien immigrants into the ports of the United States complete manifests, as state 
therein, of all such alien immigrants, whether traveling first or second class or in 
the steerage. 

Said manitests must be furnished within thirty days from the date hereof, under 
the penalty provided in section 4 of said act.

The agents of the various steamship lines, who exhibited every dis- 
position to comply with the instructions contained in the circular, 
explained their tailure to be the result of circumstances beyond their 
control, since it was impossible to get cabin passengers, many of whom 
secured their transportation by wire and came aboard just as the ves- 
sel was about to sail, to report to the purser in time to have the lists 

made up and sworn to by the officer in command before a United States 
consul at the port of embarkation before the advertised time of sailing, 
as required by section 2 of the act of 1893. The force of this repre- 
sentation is obvious, and it 1s urged that the law be amended so as to 
permit the preparation of the lists or manifests prescribed in said sec- 
tion as to cabin passengers on board ship and verification thereof to 
be made at the port of landing by the usual oath or affirmation of the 
commanding oflicer before an immigrant inspector. Such a provision 
would apparently accomplish all the purposes ofthe law and seems, 
moreover, to be the only course practicable in view of the difficulty to 
be overcome. 

Experience has shown also the importance of additional legislation 
emphasizing the fact that, as appears from section 1 of the act approved 
March 3, 1891, the laws and regulations apply not alone to those coming 
to the United States to settle but to all aliens. Unless this be so, a 
mere declaration of the alien that he does not purpose remaining in 
this country, a declaration of intention which, if true, is subject to 
change, takes him out of the class which is required to be manifested 
and otherwise removes the reasonable obstacles which are interposed 
between aliens and their admission, for the purpose of protecting United 
States citizens from the evils against which these laws are directed. 
The need of such legislation 1s farthermore emphasized by the frequent 
claim to exemption from the operation of the law by reason of an alleged 
prior residence here and the consequent possession by the alien claim- 
ant of aright of domicile, thouglr such prior residence, if proven, was 
solely for the interests of the said claimant and was not coupled with 
any sign of a purpose on his part to assume the duties and responsi- 
bilities of American citizenship. This question has arisen as to a sub- 
ject of Japan, and is likely to rise again frequently, although it would 
appear that no domiciliary rights which conflict with the purpose of the 
law in the case of Japanese immigrants should receive consider ration, 
tor they can not become citizens” as readily as other aliens and are 
granted but three years absence at a time by the Government of the 
Mikado, whose paternal interest and authority follow his subjects to 
other countries and retain a firm hold upon their allegiance. 
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Differences of opinion have arisen between officials of the Bureau 
and the consular representatives of foreign countries involving the 
status of seamen who have been discharged from their vessels at Amer- 
ican ports. Some of these seamen were actually such by training and 
constant pursuit, but were in a physical condition which required their 
isolation to prevent the spread of disease; others, it is believed, were 
booked as seainen merely to gain admission to the United States, since, 
had they come as immigrants, no question would have been raised as 
to the authority of the immigration officers to determine their fitness 
to land. In both such instances it was contended that the officers of 
the Bureau had no power to detain them and make the prescribed 
examination of aliens, but that, as seamen, they could be landed by the 
consuls of the countries which had issued registers to the vessels on 
_ which they came, in accordance with the navigation laws and the treaty 
agreements on this subject between the United States and the coun- 
tries, respectively, represented by the said consuls. Many such land- 
ings have been effected at our larger ports, and in this way the purposes 
of the immigration laws are frequently defeated. The subject is one 
that demands the special action of Congress. 

The recommendation made in the last annual report, that Congress 
increase the head tax to not less than $2, is repeated, and the Bureau 
directs, as a reason therefor, attention to the increased expense which 
will result from the inland investigations, both those recommended in 
commenting upon the enforcement of the alien contract-labor laws, and 
those in the last annual report recommending investigations of the 
number of alien inmates of our charitable and penal institutions, and 
from the physical examinations of aliens at the foreign ports of embarka- 
tion, also recommended herein as well as in the last annual report.

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The foregoing report of receipts and expenditures shows a net bal- 
ance on hand at the close of the year of $418,326.43. This amount 
exhibits a gain, as compared witb the funds on hand when the last report 
was made, of $133,455.38. The total expense incurred during the period 
under consideration for the entorcemeut of the immigration laws, exclu- 
sive of the alien contract labor laws, was $283,002.26, and the total 
receipts for the same period aggregated 8421,407. G4. 

The balance on hand, BALLS 326, 43, is chargeable with the following 
amounts, payable by the terms of the acts approved July 1, 1898, and 
March 3, 1899: $290,850, as follows—June 30, 1899, $100, 000; July 1, 
1899, $190,850; total, $290,850—for the cost of the constr netion of the 
new buildings on Ellis Island. This will leave a balance of $127,476.43. 
This balance, with subsequent accumulations, is subject to a deduction 
of $50,000 per year for four years, making in all $490,850 for said build. 
ings at Ellis Island. 

In view of these drains upon the fund, and the necessity of provid- 
ing for such contingencies as the cessation of an income from the head 
tax, consequent upon war or the breaking out of a serious epidemic 
disease, it is obvious that the amount on hand is very small, and that, 
apart from the recommendations herein for an extension of the service, 
considerations of prudence and forethought dictate the importance of 
increasing the per capita tax on aliens. 


IMMIGRANT STATIONS. 


The reports from the commissioners at the various immigrant sta- 
tions at the principal seaports of the country show that, assisted by 
competent, if in some instances numerically insufficient, corps of officials, 
they are successfully enforcing the laws and at the same time maintain- 
ing pleasant, and therefore mutually helpful, relations with the trans- 
portation lines engaged in bringing immigrants to this country. 

It is but just to refer especially to the conduct of the station at the 
port of New York with commendation. In consequence ot the destruc- 
tion by tire of the buildings on Ellis [sland, the entire force was removed 
to the very inconvenient and cramped accommodations of the old Barge 
Office. In order to find room for those who were absolutely indispen- 
sable, many were necessarily dismissed, thus reducing the force at the 
commissioner’s disposal to the lowest number consistent with reason. 
able safety. This force had to be reorganized to suit the new conditions, 
every detail of the work had to be performed as before—medical exam- 
ination, inspection by immigrant officials, hospital care, food, and 
accommodation for those detained pending examination, together with 
the numberless details arising in the course of such work. Under these 
adverse circumstances the work has progressed uninterruptedly and 
satisfactorily. 

One of the chief difficulties—the disposition of immigrants who were 
detained for examination as to their right to Jand—was met by charter- 
ing the steamboat Narragansett of the Providence and Stonington Line, : 
temporarily out of commission. This vessel was altered to adapt it to 
the use intended, was furnished completely, and was fitted up with © 
apparatus for heat, water, and lighting, and moored to the wharf at 
Ellis Island, where it furnishes ample sleeping accommodation for 
800 imuigrants, and quarters for matron, physician, apd necessary 
attendants. 

The largely increased immigration, however, and the long continued 
restriction of the force under the charge of the Commissioner at New 
York within the very narrow limits of the present accommodations, 
totally inadequate for the purpose and resorted to as a temporary expe- 
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dient, attach conditions to the administration of the laws at that port 
which daily prove more serious obstacles to the successful handling of 
a business which demands both expedition and thoroughness. As the 
great bulk of aliens reach this country through that port, and the suc- 
cess to which the endeavors of the Bureau attain must chiefly depend 
upon the efficiency of the work done, the importance of expediting the 
erection of the Ellis Island buildings can not be too strongly urged. 

Inasmuch as the construction ot these buildings is exclusively in 
charge of the Supervising Architect, the Bureau is powerless to do 
more to expedite their completion than to show how the existing con- 
ditions in this respect impede the work of the officials at said port. 

With every indication of a proportionate increase in the immigration 
during the ensuing year, the Bureau confesses to serious apprehen- 
sions, unless the buildings can be pushed to completion, for the good 
health of the immigrants and immigration officials, the sate keeping and 
humane accommodation of the former, and the efficient execution of the 
laws. 


REPORT OF MARINE-HOSPITAL SURGEON AT THE PORT OF NEW YORK. 


Herewith is given the report of the Marine-Hospital surgeon at New 
York, from which may be seen the method and system observed at our 
principal port of entry in examining immigrants, as well for the pur- 
pose of giving them the care which considerations of humanity dictate 
as for the purpose of protecting American citizens from disease, and 
the community as far as practicable from an influx of gross immorality. 


MEDICAL DIVISION,

Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith the report of the transactions of the 
medical division of the immigration service at this port for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1&9). 

The number of patients treated in hospital shows an increase of 50 per cent over 
the previous year, corresponding to the increase in immigration. 

The death rate shows an increase over the preceding year, this being due to an 
increased proportion of acute contagious cases. 

Of chronic contagious diseases certified as rejected the report shows a decrease in 
cases of favus. There has been a marked increase in the number of cases of tra- 
choma, the disease being found chietly among Syrians, Armenians, Greeks, and Tarks. 

Owing to the increase in the number of patients requiring treatment, the lack of 
a proper hospital for their accommodation has been keenly felt, and it is hoped that 
the projected hospital on Ellis Island will be built without delay. 

I desire to record my appreciation of the taithful and efticient work done by the 
several members of the statt of this division.

Sir: A report of the operations of the Bureau of Immigration for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1900, is herewith respectfully submitted 
for your consideration. 

Besides the usual tabulated statements, the subjects of each of which 
will appear from their respective titles, there are included others from 
which may be obtained similar information with respect to the calendar 
vear 1899, an arrangement adopted to meet. a constant demand for sta- 
tistics of immigration during such periods as well as by the fiscal year. 
Other tables are introduced for the purpose of obtaining comparisons ° 
of the arrivals, etc., for the past fiscal year with similar data for sev- 
eral preceding fiscal years.

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From the above table it appears that 448,572 alien immigrants 
arrived in this country during the period under consideration—425,372 
through ports of the United States and 23,200 through Canadian ports; | 
and although these figures represent increases over those for the next —_ | 
preceding year of, respectively, 43+ per cent, 42+ per cent, and 67+ — | 
per cent, they do not show the total number of a:ien arrivals for the 
period specified. As regards those landed at ports of this country, this 
discrepancy is due to the fact that many aliens come as cabin seweet 
gers, claiming to be visitors or tourists, a claim which, if made bya 
steerage passenger, would not, as in the case of the former, be held to | 
except him from the class described in the act of March 3, 1893, as | 
‘alien immigrants.” Such alien cabin passengers, as will appear from 
subsequent tables included herein, amounted to 65,635, who would | 
have swelled the total immigration to 514,207 had they traveled inthe 
steerage. | 

This distinction has grown up in the administration of the laws | 
partly from the idea that an **immigrant” is necessarily too poor to | 
travel in the cabin, partly through a construction of the laws which 
extends their application to immigrants only and not to all aliens, and 
partly from embarrassments arising in the application of the provisions 
of the laws to persons of those classes which travel only in the cabins 
of steamships. 

There are, moreover, numerous arrivals from foreign contiguous 
territory—how many it is impossible under existing conditions even 
to approximately estimate—who are not included in the figures shown 

nbove. Many of these are Canadians. some are Mexicans, but large 
numbers are doubtless transoceanic aliens who, after a brief residence 
bevond our northern and southern boundaries, migrate to this coun- 
try. Upon this subject special attention is directed to the considera- 
tion further on in this report of immigration through Canada. 

Table I also shows the distribution of arrivals among the several 
orts of the United States and Canada, the total increase of 136,857 
43+ percent) over the number shown by the last annual report being 

peace among the several ports in varying ratios, Portland, Me., 
showing sevenfold more: Baltimore, Md., and the eastern Canadian 
ports respectively 88+ per cent and 73+ per cent, while Port Town- 
send, Wash., for the first time makes an exhibit, showing 7,440 arriv- 
als. Decreases are shown for the ports of Portland, Oreg., Newport 
News, Va., New Orleans, La., Miami and Tampa, Fla., and Boston, 
Mass. 

With regard to the last-named port it seems proper, however, to 
avoid the natural but erroneous conclusion that there has been an actual 
diminution of its immigration business, to direct attention to what has 
already been alluded to hereinbefore respecting arrivals from Canada, 
of whom no record is kept, but a large proportion of whom are brought 
to Boston, and there inspected by the immigration officials, over regu. 
lar lines plying between said port and Yarmouth, Halifax, St. John, 
ete. This class of immigration has been very heavy, and has taxed 
the industry, patience, and good judgment of the limited official force 
at Boston heavily, particularly in view of the fact that there Is no 
established station such as those at Baltimore and New York, but the 
work has to be conducted at » number of piers widely separated, 
numerous vessels being engaged in the business of bringing alien pas- 
sengers to the said port. : 
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Another noteworthy fact shown in the same table is the increase in 
the preponderance of males over females for the current year, the 
ratio being about two to one in favor of the males.

Examination of the data in Table II discloses the fact that the grand 
total of 448,572 was composed of 424,700 arrivals from European 
countries, 17,946 from Asia, 30 from Africa, and 5,896 from all other 
sources. As compared with the figures given in the last annual 
report, it appears that immigration from Parope increased 127,351, 
from Asia 8,074, and from all other sources except Africa, which 
exhibits a decrease, 21,553. 

As regards the particular countries, Switzerland and Spain and the 
Spanish islands how a small diminution, while Austria-Hungary 
exhibits an increase of 52,356 (83+ per cont); the Russian Empire 
and Finland, 29,805 (49 per cent); Italy, 22,716 (29+ per cent), and 
Japan. O71 (340 er cent). 

It will further be noted that there was a very material increase in 
immigration from the West India Islands, the cause of which may be 
fairly assumed to be our changed relations to Cuba and Porto Rico, 
which fact presents food for reflection, as it appears that during the 
same period immigration from Hawaii decreased to 67, as compared 
with the 256 shown in the last annual report. 
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The grand total of 448,572 alien immigrants reported, as will be 
seen from Table III, was composed of 304,148 males and 144,424 
females, of whom 54,624 were under 14 years of age, 370,382 were 
aged from 14 to 45 years, and 23,566 were 45 and over. It appears 
that 93,576 could neither read nor write, and 2,097 could read but not 
write; the total number exhibited to the inspectors in money the sum 
of $6,657,530; 271,821 bringing each a sum less than $30 and 54,288 
having each a sum in excess of that amount. 

There were returned within one year after landing in this country 
356, and relief in hospital was furnished during the year to 2,417. 

Below will be seen a comparative statement of the number debarred, 
or refused a landing, and the causes therefor, during the last two fis- 
cal years:

It will be seen, from an inspection of the races which contributed to 
the large immigration of the past year, that nine out of the total of 
forty-one furnished 85 per cent of the increase of arrivals over those 
for the next preceding year, or, in other words, 116,813 of the 136,857, 
leaving only 20,044 of the said excess for distribution among thé 
remaining thirty-two races. This narrows investigation as to the 
cause or causes of the largely augmented influx of aliens into the 
United States within comparatively limited boundaries. As will 
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appear from a glance at the subjoined table, all of those nine races 
are European, except the Japanese, disregarding the Semitic ori 
of the Hebrew, whose centuries of existence among Europeans fn 
identified it with the latter:

The above statement of immigration by calendar months shows that 
whatever may have been the occasion of its large increase the latter 
began at the beginning and was maintained throughout the year, reach- 
ing an ageregate In excess of the totals for any year since 1892 (see 
Table X), “and one that has been surpassed only four times in the past 
fifteen vears. 
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The foregoing table is included to show the arrivals from the 
various foreign countries respectively, distinguished, however, upon 
rather broad lines as to race, soas to afford a means of estimating 
the character of the aliens who are to become residents, if not citizens, 
of the United States. An essay was made in the last annual report to 
show the practical utility of presenting a record of such racial dis- 
tinction of aliens, to which reference is made.

As will appear from inspection of Table VI, there were, besides the 
448,572 “immigrants,” 65,635 ‘‘aliens” who were admitted at our 
ports during the year, the chief distinction between the two classes 
reported being the fact that the last mentioned were of a more pros- 
perous and, according to social standards, of a better position than 
the former, and traveling in the cabin instead of in the stéerage. 
From a practical point of view, however, it is difficult to see how dis- 
eased persons, contract laborers, immoral persons, polygamists, con- 
victs, etc., would be any less objectionable additions to our population, 
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or that they are excepted from the general prohibitory provisions of 
the immigration laws, by the mere circumstance of their being sup- 
plied with more money than the steerage passengers. As hereinbefore 
stated, the distinction that has grown up in practice of making an 
examination of cabin passengers only in exceptional cases is based 
upon a narrow conception of the purpose of the immigration laws and 
one that is, in my opinion, at variance with the spirit of our form of 
government, laws, and institutions, and is one that for both sentimental 
and practical reasons should be abandoned in favor of a careful and 
Impartial examination of all aliens seeking admission to this country, 
whether professedly coming to remain here or simply to visit, since 
the only source of information upon this point is the declaration of 
intention of the ahen himself, which, even if always to be relied upon, 
is subject to change after admission. | 

Perhaps some color of authority for this distinction may be deduced 
from the use of the term ‘‘alien immigrant” in the acts of March 3, 
1891, and March 3, 1893, although the former act uses that term only in 
section 8, which elsewhere throughout applies toall aliens seeking admis- 
sion at our ports. The term ‘alien immigrant” is used, however, 
throughout the last-named act; but obviously, to a mind not prejudiced 
in favor of class distinctions in the application of the law, or discouraged 
by the comparative difticulties offered to such application by the resist- 
ance of such as regard their prosperity as in some sense exempting them 
from the conditions which seem naturally to attach to poverty and a 
humble position, to he a concise and exact term to describe the only sort 
of aliens to whom such laws could apply; to wit, aliens seeking admis- 
sion to this country, immigrating or endeavoring to immigrate, and, 
therefore, alien immigrants, the ee word being used as an adjective 
descriptive of the aliens referred to in the laws. A contrary assump- 
tion would narrow the application of the laws to such as avowed their 
intention of remaining here to ‘‘settle” permanently and would, were 
it not for the contempt felt, apparently, for the veracity or claims of 
those who can come only in the steerage, result in a reversal of the 
above figures, by means of which all the excluded classes might enter 
as “‘other alien passengers.” The mere statement of this proposition 
is a sufficient refutation of its correctness. 
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Table X is introduced for the purpose of showing the comparative 
changes in immigration since 1884.

98 per cent of the total aliens arrived were immigrants. Prior to the year 1820 no official reeords of 
the arrival of alien passengers were kept. 

Arrivals from the British North American possessions and Mexico from July 1, 1885, to July 1, 1893, 
are not included. During the calendar years 1885 to 1891, both inclusive, 550,046 immigrant passen- 
gers arrived at Canadian ports from European countries en route for the United States.

ALIEN CONTRACT LABORERS. 


An additional year of experience has served to emphasize the diffi- 
culties which attend the administration of the alien contract-labor law 
and the amendments thereto, which were adverted to at some length 
in the last annual report of the Bureau. The purpose of the law, as 
shown by the incidents which induced its enactment and by the debates 
in Congress pending its consideration, was to extend to American 
labor that protection which this Government has long given freely, as 
a matter of public policy, to the product of labor. If considerations 
of sound economy, based largely upon the higher standard of manhood 
of the American workingman and the necessity of more liberal com- 
pensation to enable him to maintain that high standard in his children, 
prevailed with our legislative branch of government to exclude, to a 
greater or less extent, from competition in our home market with home 
productions the products of the alien workingman made abroad, the 
same considerations would appear to dictate the necessity as well as 
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the justice of guarding with equal care against the placing upon our 
markets of goods made by alien workingmen here. 3 

Although the rulings of the courts have greatly narrowed the use- 
fulness of these laws by limiting their application to certain classes of 
labor, and thus well-nigh repealed their penal feature as applied to 
employers violating their provisions, Congress, realizing the difficul- 
ties in such cases of obtaining legal proof, wisely axed the courts 
from jurisdiction of cases involving merely the admissibility of aliens 
allezed to have come to this country in pursuance of a contract for 
their services made prior to leaving their own homes. 

It is thus apparent that the only relief to be obtained from these 
laws under existing conditions is by the detection and deportation of 
the alien contractee, that obtained by punishmenc of the American 
contractor being so rare as hardly to deserve consideration in estimat- 
ing the practical utility of such legislation. I1t is plain, therefore, 
that so far as the officers at the ports fail to detect aliens whose serv- 
ices have been contracted for and to detain them for further examina- 
tion before the boards of special inquiry, and still more so far as 
those officials on whose final decision depends the exclusion or admis- 
sion of such aliens construe the evidence presented strictly as regards 
the interests of American labor and liberally as regards the admissi- 
bility of the alien seeking a landing in this country, so far the alien 
contract-labor law and its amendments fall short of accomplishing the 
purpose of those in whose behalf the legislation was enacted. 

The first-named difficulty is one that is inherent in the administra- 
tion of the best devised legislation, and may be met by the gradual 
weeding out of dishonest and inefficient officials and the substitution 
of vigilant and competent ones. The last-named one is of a more 
serious nature, and while pointing it out as a palpable obstruction to 
the enforcement of the law and one that has been experienced within 
the past year, and while feeling that its continuance would result in a 
nullification of the evident intent of Congress as regards the protec- 
tion of American labor, the bureau is at a loss to suggest a remedy, 
the language of the original act of February 26, 1885, in describing the 
nature of the contract referred to therein as a ‘‘ contract or agreement, 
parol or special, express or implied,” being so comprehensive, and its 
subsequent action In excluding the courts, which are of necessity con- 
fined to the consideration of legal evidence, from deciding upon the 
admissibility of aliens excluded by the executive oflicers, being so 
significant. , 

It seems the unavoidable duty of the Bureau to refer to this subject 
at some length in this report because of the admission by the Depart- 
ment, upon appeal, of one of several gangs of Croatian workingmen, 
who, during the past year, came to the United States under circum- 
stances affording, in my opinion, strong evidence of a circumstantial 
character that they were induced to such migration by the promise of 
work. 

It seems appropriate in this connection to direct attention to the 
veritication of the opinion expressed in the last annual report of a 
large increase in Japanese immigration at Pacific ports. As herein- 
before stated, the increase of such arrivals reported for the year under 
consideration was in excess of 200 per cent of the number reported last 

ear, and even this large number, it is believed for reasons that will 
e stated hereafter, represents only a portion of those who secured 
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admission and were employed in various construction works in the far 
West, it is believed under contract made for such service through 
agents of the contractors, both in Japan and on this side of the Pacific. 

he immigration of Japanese and the causes leading to it is being 
investigated by trusted officials of the Bureau. Their reports will be 
submitted later if required. | 

By reference to the statement of receipts and disbursements, appear- 
ing further on, it will be seen that of the total appropriation of $100,000, 
made by Congress for the enforcement of the alien contract-labor laws 
for the fiscal year 1900, there was expended the sum of $099,598.51, 
leaving the small balance of $401.49. This unexpended balance is 
sufficiently small to corroborate the statement that the utmost care 
was exerted to avoid exceeding the amount available, and some of the 
measures deemed important by the Bureau, such as the special inves- 
tigations at the centers of labor, employment recommended in the last 
annual report, were either much curtailed or abandoned entirely. 

The Bureau has invited and repeatedly secured the cooperation of 
the labor organizations of the country in obtaining evidence of viola- ° 
tions of the law, but such. assistance was not in every case effective, 
partly through a lack of knowledge on their part of the decisions of 
the courts as to the character of the evidence necessary to obtain the 
conviction of alleged offending contractors and partly their misappre- 
hension of the authority conferred by Congress upon the Bureau. 

Such cooperation, however, is valuable, and in future will be made 
use of freely as an efficient aid in the detection of violations of the law. 


DISEASED IMMIGRANTS. 


Although, as will be seen from the inclosed report of the United 
States marine-hospital surgeon in charge at the port of New York, 
he states that there has been a marked diminution in arrivals at said 
port of aliens suffering chiefly with trachoma and favus, as compared 
with such arrivals last year, it will he observed from Table III, herein- 
before, that the deportations on account of contagious disease was for 
the past year 393—figures which do not show any material variation in 
the ratio during the year 1899, when the exclusions upon similar 
grounds were 348. 

The Bureau feels assured, however, that the utmost vigilance is 
exerted to prevent the ingress of diseased aliens, especially at New 
York, where the bulk of such, as of all other immigration, seeks admit- 
tance to this country, and where, it is but just to other ports to say, 
the facilities for the detection of disease are exceptionally complete. 
Experience shows that in the past the citizens of this country have not 
secured the full benefit from this effective physical inspection because 
of the practice which has grown up of sending diseased immigrants to 
Canada, manifested to ports in the Sominion; hoping thereby to secure 
their admittance to the United States. If the Dominion government 
would enact such legislation as would prohibit the eee of the 
diseased, the pauper, and the criminal at Canadian ports, the door 
would be practically closed against the admission of such aliens to the 
United States. 

The recommendation made in the reports of the last two years is 
urgently repeated, that— 
physicians representing the Government be stationed at the foreign ports of embarka- 
tion for the purpose of examining into the physical condition of aliens who are about 


— 
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to embark for the United States. Experience of the ability and energy of the sur- 
geons of the United States Marine-Hospital Service leaves no room for doubt that 
should they be assigned to such duty, but few cases of this dangerous disease would 
be permitted to embark, and that, besides accomplishing the most important object 
of preventing the introduction of trachoma (or other contagious diseases of the non- 
quarantinable class), the delay and trouble and uncertainty incident to examination 
at the ports of the United States, where limited accommodations and an ever- 
increasing and continuous flow of arrivals necessitate a degree of expedition not 
always consistent with thoroughness, would be avoided. 


Table III shows that the 393 rejected on account of disease were 
distributed as follows, as respects race:

IMMIGRATION THROUGH CANADA. 


Adding the arrivals of aliens who are confessedly destined to the 
United States, at the eastern Canadian ports, to the table aba last 


vear, such immigration for the past four years stands as follows:

The increase shown by the above figures is over 73 per cent in excess 
of such immigration during the fiscal year 1899, and some idea of its 
importance may be gathered from the fact that the same relative 
increase in arrivals at the ports of this country would have shown a 
number in excess of 515,300 instead of 425,301, as shown in Table I. 

Suggestive as the above-shown increase is, it but partially represents 
the true situation of the case as regards immigration through our 
northern neighbor, as only those who avowed their purpose of coming 
direct to this country are included in the reports. 

The Bureau can not too strongly, in view of the accumulating expe- 
rience of the ineffectiveness of the present system, repeat its reiterated 
recommendation that exclusive ports of entry be designated along our 
northern and southern boundaries for the admission of aliens, and 
that such ports be properly equipped with the requisite buildings and 
a sufficient corps of officials, including a marine hospital surgeon. 

The fact that such legislation or regulation would be assured in 
advance of the opposition of eastern and Canadian transportation 
interests does not in any degree affect the merit of the system recom- 
mended, since it protects the interests of the entire people of the 
Union, which are as much more important than those af such compa- 
nies as the whole is more important than any part. Doubtless, as 
good an argument might be made from the standpoint of the interests 
above referred to in favor of the abolition of the border customs ser- 
vice and an inspection for dutiable goods at the Canadian ports, as for 
the retention of such an ineffective service as that which has thus fai 
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been relied upon to enforce the immigration laws and regulations with 
regard to aliens coming through foreign contiguous territory. 

The conditions upon which the above views are based have until the 
present fiscal year been confined to eastern Canadian ports. They have 
now, however, in consequence of the large influx of Japanese through 
Vancouver and Victoria, British Columbia, acquired special force as 
regards our northwestern territory. Special investigation by an officer 
of the Bureau furnishes corroboration of the belief that the alien con- 
tract-labor laws are being continuously violated, particularly in the 
Puget Sound district, despite the intelligence and vigilance of the 
ofticials in charge there of the administration of the laws and chiefly as 
a result of dependence upon the effectiveness of rejections made in 
foreign territory. 

Unless the exigencies of the Japanese Government, now in need of 
its subjects, shall avail to check the tide which has set in through 
our Northwest Pacific ports or some other and less ineffective plan to 

revent the influx of Japanese coolies be devised, the Bureau appre- 
ends that the trouble already resulting in northwestern States will 
reach an acute stage within a short time. 


SEPARATION OF CUSTOMS AND IMMIGRATION SERVICES. 


As a measure of practical administrative reform, it is again recom- 

mended that the immigration and customs service be completely sep- 
arated, for reasons adverted to in the reports of the Bureau for some 
rears past, chief among which is the comparative unimportance to col- 
ection officers of enforcing the immigration law and their ignorance 
of its provisions and the consequent disposition to interchange the 
Inspectors and assign them for convenience sake to duties other than 
those they were appointed to discharge. Such a change is pressed 
upon your attention in the hope that its importance will secure the 
regulation recommended. 


IMMIGRATION, EMIGRATION, AND NATURALIZATION. 


The views expressed in the last annual report as to the expediency 
of enlarging the scope of the Bureau’s operations so as to embrace a 
record of the departure of aliens, thereby rendering it possible to form 
an estimate of the net annual increase of our population from this 
source, are repeated, as are those also which urged legislation provid- 
ing for such a use of the data obtained by the Bureau on the admission 
of aliens to this country as would effectually prevent the abuse of our 
naturalization laws. As regards the latter point embarrassment has 
repeatedly been caused during the year by aliens—it is believed fraud- 
ulently—securing citizens’ papers and claiming the custody, as of 
right, of their alleged families, such action being taken by them after 
the latter had been refused a landing upon the ground that they were 
among: those expressly excluded by law. 

By this means Ameriean citizenship, which should be regarded as a 
privilege to be sought from motives of patriotism and fidelity to the 
principles of the Constitution, is secured solely to defeat the operation 
of the immigration laws and to secure the landing of diseased, pauper- 
ized, or immoral aliens. Whether or not such a practice threatens the 
stability of our institutions by destroying that respect for them which 
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is the only guaranty for their defense when in peril, certain it is that 
the laxity which prevails in accepting as evidence of the right to citi- 
zenship the statements of those whose purpose to make voters out- 
weighs all other considerations, if unchecked, will in time impose upon 
the people of the United States the burden of many of the most objec- 
tionable citizens of foreign countries whom it is the express purpose 
of the immigration laws to exclude. 

The necessity for the exercise of great care in sifting, with an eve 
single to the protection of American people and institutions, the vast 
number of arrivals from every country onthe globe, who desire to live 
here and profit by the good order and business prosperity which pre- 
vail under our forms of State and Federal government, is illustrated by 
daily experiences. To cite but one of many such, attention is directed 
to the killing of aliens by local mobs and riots and the undenied claims 
which the countries of their allegiance press for indemnity for the con-: 
sequent damage alleged to have been sustained by their families, thus 
creating a condition in which this Government becomes a guarantor of 
the security of those who come here solely for their own interests and 
placing them in this respect in a position superier to that occupied by 
Amerivan citizens. | 

As an essay at meeting this difficulty, it does not appear out of place 
to suggest that an alien on his arrival should be required to state if it 
is his purpose ultimately to renounce allegiance to his own country and 
become a United States citizen. If he answers in the affirmative the 
fact should be entered of record to be used at the expiration of the 
required five years of residence here in verifying his asserted right to 
naturalization papers. If he declares that it is not his intention to 
become naturalized he should be required to state his purpose in coming 
to this country, which fact should also be recorded. In either case the 

reatest care should be exercised in ascertaining his fitness to land. 

he naturalization of aliens, which should be one of the most important 
functions of svmebody, is now left to nobody until the alien himself 
thinks fit, or some politician who expects to think and vote for him 
believes he should become a citizen. Then the courts are appealed to, 
but no other tribunal has anything to do or say in the matter. 


IMMIGRATION TO HAWAII. 


The passage of the act of April 30, 1900, establishing a complete Ter- 
ritorial form of government for the Hawaiian Islands has resulted in 
the cessation of the importation thereto of the Japanese coolie labor 
described in the last annual report, since the extension of our laws 
would make such importation a violation of the alien contract Jabor 
law, punishable by fine. During the last month of the year an oflicer 
was sent to the new Territory to inform the Bureau as to the needs of 
the service there and to assume charge of the administration of the 
law pending such permanent arrangement in regard thereto as the 
ascertained conditions might show to be necessary. Similar action 
was taken with regard to Porto Rico, except that the inspector detailed 
to proceed to said Territory was directed to report the conditions exist- 
ing, with such recommendations as he should deem necessary to 
efficiently insure it from being resorted to by aliens belonging to the 
excluded classes as a device for securing admittance unlawfully to this 
country. 
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A report of the said officer is herewith submitted: 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 30, 1900. 


Srk: In accordance with instructions contained in Department letter No. 21970 
(date of May 15, 1900), I left New York and proceeded to San Juan, Porto Rico, 
arriving there on June 8, 1900. I remained five days in San Juan, and through the 
kindness of Colonel Davis, collector of customs, I was enabled to gather much sta- 
tistical information bearing upon the passenger and immigration movement, which 
I submit in this report. 

A strike of the stevedores employed by the New York and Porto Rico Steamship 
Company was in progress during my stay in San Juan, and a number of Tortolo and 
St. Thomas Island negroes took the places of the striking stevedores. This.led to 
some lawlessness and violence. 

I was informed by the customs officials and others at San Juan that the said Tortolo 
and St. Thomas as well as the St. Kitts Island negroes are a lawless and intemperate 
class, and do not live peaceably with the natives. 

I also learned that the most undesirable immigration comes from the British West 
India Islands, to wit: St. Johns, Tortolo, Santa Cruz, St. Kitts, Nuevas, British 
Grenada, Barbados, Barbuda, and Jamaica, from the Danish island of St. Thomas, and 
the French island of Martinique. There is a constant migration going on, forming 
what we aptly term ‘‘birds of passage.’’? Thev usually arrive destitute and penni- 
less. Many of these have not been allowed to land. Those denied landing usually 
return in small fishing boats and land in one of the many inlets or coves that skirt 
the eastern end of Porto Rico. 

I left San Juan for Ponce on June 12, and arrived at the latter city the following 
day. I was cordially received by Major Mansfield, the deputy collector of customs, 
and his chief clerk, Mr. Alex. Albezin, to whom I am indebted for much valuable 
information concerning the social and economic conditions of the island. 

Six regular foreign steamship lines—viz, one French, two German, one English, 
one Italian, and one Spanish—touch semimonthly at the three principal ports of the 
island. Porto Rico is now and has always been an asylum for fugitives and political 
refugees from South American countries. Numbers of this class are now arriving 
from Venezuelan ports and create a spirit of dissatisfaction and social unrest. 

On the 16th of June I arrived at Mayaguez, the third city in size and importance 
in the island. I was cordially received by Mr. Felipe Cuebas, deputy collector of 
customs at this port. I obtained from him some statistics. He also confirmed what 
I had previously learned of the migratory habits of the adjoining islanders. He 
informed me that prior to the Spanish-American war numbers of Arabs, Syrians, and 
Greeks came to Porto Rico. They usually followed peddling, and were generally 
considered worthless and objectionable. At the outbreak of the war they left in 
great numbers, but lately are returning. 

On the 18th of June I stopped at Arecibo, a place of 12,000 or 15,000 inhabitants. 
Considerable shipping is done, but there is very little passenger travel. I left on 
same day and arrived at San Juan on the 19th of June. 

On June 21 I went into the interior and stopped at a small town, Manati, where 
I was enabled to study the economic condition of the peon class. I remained in 
Manati two days. On June 25 I left San Juan to visit the port of Fajardo, and 
arrived there the same day. I elicited the fact that there was considerable commu- 
nication between that port and the adjacent islands, though there is no regular for- 
eign steamer touching there. Fajardo was formerly a customs port, but is now a 
subport. attached to the subcustoms district of Humacao. I obtained a few statistics. 
I lett Fajardo for Humacao on June 26, and arrived in the latter place the next day. 
At Humacao I gathered a few facts from the subcollector. The same conditions exist 
asat Fajardo. I remained in Humacao until June 28 and then returned to San Juan. 

I herewith append the following statistical facts obtained at the ports of Porto Rico, 
to wit:

I would respectfully report that owing to the conditions, social and economic, that 
prevail in Porto Rico, the congested population, the foe of the inhabitants, 
the misery of the laboring classes, and the lack of intelligent effort to raise them to 
the plane of American citizenship, there should be the very strictest enforcement of 
the Federal immigration laws. The industries are crude, excepta few improvements 
by Americans, and while the soil and climatic conditions are favorable to progress, 
the lack of energy and suspicion of foreign interference in local affairs, which is the 
re ca Sa of the Latin-American people, will retard the development of the 
island. 

In my opinion indiscriminate immigration would be detrimental. I would 
recommend, from as critical a review of the situation and as close an investigation as 
my limited time permitted, that all immigration of the laboring classes be discour- 
aged, and that the undesirable inhabitants of adjacent islands be, as far as possible, 

rohibited. Strenuous measures should be used to ascertain the numbers of these 
islanders who are typical ‘‘ birds of prey,’’ as they are in fact ‘‘birds of passage,”’’ 
consumers and not producers. The population of Porto Rico, as is well known, is 
already dense, and measures should be used to elevate its character rather than a 
new element should be introduced. The process of assimilation will, under the 
most favorable circumstances, be slow and tedious. I would recommend further that 
a commissioner of immigration be appointed, and that two immigrant inspectors, 
with stations at San Juan and Ponce, should also be designated. These with the 
aid of an interpreter could do much to do away with many of the evils now preva- 
lent. Owing to the great similarity in the personal appearance of the West Indian 
islanders and the Porto Rican it will require that a constant supervision be exer- 
cised. The commissioner, with headquarters at either San Juan or Ponce, could be 
in close touch with both the northern and southern sides of the island, and could 
have a general survey of the whole field. | 

Hoping that my work, which has been conscientiously performed, in the face of 
many difficulties and with the Httle assistance I was enabled to gain, may meet with

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AMENDMENTS TO THE LAWS. 


The chief amendatory legislation shown by experience of the obsta- 
cles which are encountered in the administration of the immigration 
laws to be desirable have already been indicated hereinbefore. In 
general they are such as will remove the misapprehension that Con- 
gress intended to establish a censorship of such aliens only as intend 
to permanently remain in this country, and not of all aliens applying, 
for admission, and the consequent confusion arising from varying con- 
ceptions of the meaning of te term ‘‘alien immigrant,” used in the 
acts of March 3, 1891 and 1893. 

At this point it seems not inappropriate to correct the popular error 
that the existing immigration laws represent a purpose of restricting 
the volume of immigration. Congress has enacted no such legislation. 
Its sole purpose has apparently been to absolutely exclude certain 
classes of aliens whose presence 1s regarded as detrimental to the inter- 
ests of American citizens upon moral, financial, or physical grounds. 
The specific enumeration, by class, of such restricts the executive 
officer’s power to exclude or deport to those classes alone, leaving the 
gateways of the Republic wide to the ingress, without limitation other- 
wise, of the inhabitants of the earth, excepting, of course, the Chinese. 
Hence there is no color of authority in the law for the rejection at our 
ports of what are commonly called anarchists, enemies of political or 
social order, or polygamists in doctrine, our laws recognizing thus 
that right to the free enjoyment of individual opinion which, accord- 
ing to American institutions, is an ‘‘inalienable right” of manhood, 
though it does refuse entry to evil doers whose misdeeds involve 
moral baseness which has been the subject of judicial investigation 
and conviction. 

The classes which are excluded upon moral grounds should be added 
to by the inclusion of female prostitutes, the present law providing 
for the exclusion of such only as are brought ere under contract or 
agreement to lead lives of shame. Investigations of the inmates of 
brothels in our large cities show that many of the women are recently 
arrived aliens, and female aliens of this class occasionally are detected 
at our principal ports of entry. 

Difficulty having occasionally been experienced in inducing steam- 
ship lines to receive as prepaid passengers aliens who have become 
insane within a year after landing, from causes arising subsequent 
thereto, for return to their own countries, authority should be con- 
ferred to compel the owners of the line upon which they came here to 
receive them on board for deportation; otherwise they will remain 
here in such instances a permanent charge upon communities upon 
which they have no claims. 

Again, the repeal is urged of section 1 of the act approved August 3, 
1882, in order that the restriction upon the Department which forbids 
the expenditure in any year at any port for the enforcement of the 
immigration laws of more than has been collected at said port in said 
vear may be removed. 

In view of the large number of those who become public charges 
or inmates of penal or reformatory institutions, and thus doubly bur- 
dens upon the public, it is further reeommended that the term of one 
vear, within which it is now provided an alien may be deported who 
becomes a public charge subsequent to landing, be extended to five 
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years, and that the expense of deportation at any time within the 
additional four years be so apportioned as to charge the immigrant 
fund with the cost of ocean transportation, leaving all other incidental 
outlay in connection therewith to be defrayed by the persons, corpora- 
tion, or municipality seeking relief from the burden of providing for 
the alien whose deportation 1s ordered. 

It is again most urgently recommended that the head tax upon 
aliens be increased to not less than two dollars per capita. The 
increase imposes no severe burden upon those seeking homes in this 
country, and it insures the accumulation of a fund sufficient to con- 
struct suitable and comfortable buildings whenever needed for the 
comfort and safetv of those awaiting inspection, as well as for an 
administration of the law that will etfect the double: purpose of pro- 
tecting American citizens from the evils sought to be averted and of 
doing this in a manner that will be as humane and considerate of the 
rights and well-being of aliens as possible. 

he largely increased and growing business of the bureau, both as 
regards immigration and as a result of the recent transfer to it by act 
of Congress of the enforcement of the Chinese exclusion laws, renders 
it indispensable that there should be legislation authorizing the em- 
loyment of such additional clerical force in this office, within speci- 
ed limitations, as may be deemed necessary for the prompt and 
satisfactory discharge of the business thereof.

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A balance of $383,147.68 appears from the foregoing table to remain 
on hand, after the payment of all expenses incident to the execution 
of the immigration laws and regulations, and of ‘the sum of $290,850 
on account of construction of the new buildings on Ellis Island, New 
York Harbor. As compared with the unexpended balance on hand at 
the corresponding time last year this shows an increase of $98,276.63. 
Exclusive of the expenditure for the enforcement of the alien con- 
tract labor laws, which was made from the specific appropriation of 
S1L0Q,000 and amounted to $99,598.51, there was disbursed in the 
administration of the immigration laws the sum of $321,017.25. The 
total receipts were $576,688.50, leaving a balance unexpended of 
$255,071.25, to whichshould be added the $127,476.43 remaining on hand 
at the close of last vear, after deducting the $290,850 pavable on account 
of the new buildings at Ellis Island, making the balance now on hand, 
as shown in the foregoing statement, $383,147.68. :

IMMIGRANT STATIONS. 


It is believed that, with one exception, the work at the several 
regular immigrant stations at our principal ports has been performed 
caretully and successfully, despite the lack of facilities in some 
instances, more particularly at the port of Boston, Mass., where, as 
estimated previously in this report, the tabulated statement of arrivals 
gives a very inadequate idea of the actual work, and where the condi- 
tions are such as at present to render the work of the officials 
extremely arduous. 

At the port of New York also the restricted space available since 
the destruction of the buildings by fire on Ellis Island, has been a 
more obvious impediment to the prompt discharge of the business 
there since the large increase in immigration predicted in the last 
report. There is reason to hope, however, that before the close of 
the calendar vear 1000, the contractors will have completed the new 
buildings and turned them over for the occupancy of the Immigration 
force at the barge office, thus relieving a tension that had become 
almost unendurable. 

As a result of the improper landing of an alien at the New York 
Immigrant station on December 23, 1899, one of the ofticials was sus- 
pended upon charges of bribery. The facts presented to the Bureau 
indicated that oflicials other than the one suspended were implicated, 
and on my recommendation an investigation was prosecuted by a com- 
mittee appointed by you. That committee held daily sessions in New 
York from February 21 to April 20, 1900. The report of the testi- 
mony taken, a digest of the same, the report ot the committee, 
together with my recommendations, were presented to Assistant Sec- 
retary Tavlor on June 6, 1900, and by him referred to the Solicitor of 
the Treasury. 
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REPORT OF THE U. 8S. MARINE-HOSPITAL SURGEON AT THE PORT OF NEW YORK. 


Unitep States IMMIGRATION SERVICE, 
MeEpicaL Divisioy, 
Port of New York, July 1, 1900. 

Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith the report of the transactions of the 
medical division of the immigration service at this port for the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1900. 

The work done by this division, including the hospital work, has increased in pro- 
portion to the increase in immigration. The number of cases of chronic contagious 
diseases (trachoma and favus) certified for rejection shows a marked decrease over 
the previous vear, and it may be fairly assumed that this decrease is largely due to 
the care which has been exercised in detecting these cases. 

The percentage of aliens rejected for physical dirability shows a marked increase, 
and the number reeorded for minor detects has increased in proportion, thus indi- 
‘ating that the immigrants who arrived during the year were apparently much 
inferior physically to those of the preceding vear. 

I desire to invite vour attention to the changes made in the plans for the immi- 
grant hospital on Ellis Island. These changes were necessarily made on account of 
the insufhciency of the appropriation, but as a result the ward space has been seri- 
ously curtailed and when the haspital ix opened it will probably be necessary to use, 
for the accommodation of patients, some of the space now allotted for the quarters of 
medical officers and nurses. The hospital as now projected is therefore likely to be 
somewhat crowded and I would respectfully urge, in view especially of a possible 
increase in immigration, that steps be taken to procure the erection as soon as pos- 
sible of an additional wing or pavillion for the accommodation of patients. 

TI would express, in conclusion, my appreciation of the eflicient and satisfactory 
work done by the official staff of this division and acknowledge with thanks the 
courtesies received from the officers of the immigration service.
